t« Ehs Fraser Institute library, as it at 
present exists, is in the main composed of 
the books that belonged to the late Mercan- , 
tile Library aud the Institut Canadien- 
Ttu-e collections, and especially the lat- 
ter, are in someway very full aad valuable, 
but unfortunately few sets of volumes ot 
any number are uubrokeu. Owing to the 
fact that these libraries were circulating 
libraries, hundreds of volumes down in the 
cataio.ius have never been returned by 
those who borrowed them in the past. 
The pub ic is urgently appealed to not 
to allow this siate of things to continue. I*. 
M hoped that these who at present hold 
volumes belonging to these collections will 
return them promptly to the Fraser Insti- 
tute. 

(2) To be of real service to the public | 
the Fraser Institute should not only be a 
free library, but a circulating library. In 
order to do this, duplicate sets of books are 
necessary.

MEMORANDUM. 



Tber© is a Vrt^aaoe of about $8,000 due upon the construction of the 
M Fraser BuildingB,*' which cost, in round numbers, 160,000* The land 
occupied by them is of the estimated value of $40,000 ; total coat of 
the premises, $100,000. 

The estimated rental of Uiese Buildings is $9,725 ; and, with the ex- 
ception of offices, representing an estimated rental of about $2,200, all the 
Stores and offices have been rented. Moreover, it is expected that the 
rentals now charged can be materially increased. The rental comprises 
boating and a lift, which are estimated to cost about $1,500 per annum. 

There is a balance due upon the High School Property of about 
$27,000. Portions of it are leased fo. $1,200 i>er annum, and the remainder 
is occupied by the Library. 

If the balance due upon the Fraser Buildings— say $5,000— and about 
$7,000 on account of the mortgage on the High School Property, could be 
raised, the revenues would suffice to maintain the Library, with sufficient 
increase of staff to manage a largo circulating department. And with 
this assistance, and a fund of about $5,000, to be invested in certain 
classes of books, in which the Library is now deficient, the Institution 
could be placed in a creditable position, both hs a reading and circulating 
Library. 

The amounts urgently needed are, therefore, $15,000 in aid of the 
building fund ; and $5,000, as a special fund for the improvement of the 
Library,

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THE MEOHASIOB' INSTITUTE. 

The spooiM meeting of the Mechanics' 
institute \xM last Monday, and the pur- 
pose for which it was convened have, no 
doubt) recalled to the minds Of some of 
its members the opening of the building 
which it is now proposed to sell. The 
New Mechanics' hall, as it was then 
proudly termed, was opened on May 21,! 
1855, nearly a third of a century ago. < >n - 
that occasion, u a Large and respectable 
audience tilled the lecture room," the 
chief attraction being the Inaugural ad« 
dress of the Hon. Mr. .Justice Ayivvin, long 
sinoe passed to his rest. The mayor, Dr. 
W. Nelson, and the president, Mr. 
Ihilmer, occupied the other seats on the 
platform. The address was, in part, a 
setting Forth of the advantages that the 
world owed to skilled manual labor. The 
teamed lecturer reviewed the course of 
Opinion as to the value of the mechanic 
and his position in the social system, and 
briefly sketched the history of the efforts 
made to improve and elevate him. In 
closing he referred in complimentary 
terms to the architect and builders of 
the new institute—" the beautiful 
spacious and commodious structure 
which rises above us" and which was 
then first opened 41 to the purposes 
for which it was designed by its 
munificent builders/' Councillor Day 
moved and B. Holmes, Esq., seconded a 
vote of thanks to Judge Aylwin for his 
appropriate address. 

Life membership in the institute had 
been offered as a prize lor the best essay 
on the nature and objects of mechanics' 
institutes. Five essays had been re- 
ceived and examined. The prize was 
won by Mr. J. M. Kerr, a member of the 
institute. Another of the essays, that of 
Mr. Andrew Thompson Campbell, 
was deemed w r orthy of publica- 
tion, along with Mr. Kerr's, at the 
expense of the institute. Both these 
productions, as well as the inaugural ad- 
dress, are instructive, as indicating the 
views which then prevailed as to the use 
of such institutions. The idea of them 
originated towards the close of the last 
century in the mind of Dr. Birkbeck, a 
professor in the Andersonian institute, 
Glasgow. It appears that in the dis- 
charge of his duties as lecturer, the doc- 
tor needed some apparatus which hi3 
institute did not possess. He applied 
for assistance to the most competent of 
the Glasgow mechanics, and, under his 
own supervision, the want was in due 
time supplied. In 1800, while 
directing the construction of a 
model centrifugal pump, it struck 
him that a course of gratuitous 
lectures for the benefit of the mechanics 
Of the city would bo likely to be appre CA " 
ated. Seventy-five men attended the 
first, at the third the number had in- 
creaned to 500s< After some year*' ex- 
perience, the utility of the plan was 
placed beyond doubt, and the example 
began to he followed elsewhere. In the 
course of time the simple lecture course

Fraser inntitute. 

Moamvhilo, the mechanics and those 
interested in thorn had not been idle. 
In 1828 an institute was established on 
the model of those rising up all over the 
United Kingdom. About 1836 an inter- 
ruption occurred to its harmonious 
working (due, doubtless, to the 
troubles then* , bnewing^, imd- for 
several year3 no meeting took place.* 
In 1845, however, the revived institute! 
was incorporated by act of the Legisla- 
ture. The enterprise succeeded so well 
that in 1852 the members began to talk' 
of erecting a suitable building. In May, : 
1854, all the arrangements having been! 
concluded, the foundation stone was laid, 
and a year later, a3 already mentioned, 
the new institute was formally opened. 
How far it has benefited those for 
whom it was originally intended we 
cannot say. But the opinion of per- 
sons whose knowledge enables them 
to form a judgment on that point is that 
the time has arrived for .some decisive 
change in the system and management. 
The plan of two institutes, one in the 
east and another in the west of the city 
— institutes which would, as the name 
implies and as the original intention 
demanded, be solely or mainly 
for the profit of mechanics 
seems to find favor with a good many. 
Mr. Hughes' proposal that they should 
include schook of comprehensive tech- 
nical instruction is a good one. The offer 
of the bulk of the books now in the lib- 
rary to the Fraser institute will also, we 
believe, be generally welcome. No step 
can be taken, however, till the presenta- 
tion of the General committee's report, 
so that, meanwhile, we can only hope 
that the decision finally reached will be 
advantageous, as w r ell to those specially 
concerned as to the community at large.

/ A FRRK PUBLIC INSTITUTE. 
Owing to the differences In race, language 
*m religion, which, mi fortunately, divide 
fehe community of Montr**!, tho city must 
look to private, benertoenos rather tlian to 
public fcutlon for the popular educational 

appliance* of h, free public library, an art 
museum and a scientific institute. It need 
not, however, for this reason be the worse 

served. Our university is built upon the. 
same foundation, and compares very favor, 
ably with institutions lavishly supported by 
public money but for that reason failing of 
private endowments. There is only one 
method by which this success can ho attained, 
however, and that is by tho concentration of j 
efforts and energy. At present public atten- 
tion is being drawn to the needs of the 
city in this respect, but, unfortunately, 
there appears to bo a tendency toward .still 
further decentralization. If tho project 
of establishing a new public library as- 
sociation, outirely independent of tho 
existing institutions of that kind is carried 
through, the prospect is that instead of ono 
strong and vigorous institution there will 
simply be one or more additions to tho dead 
and alive institutions which we have al- 
ready. As matters stand, there is the 
Fraser Institute, a free public library, with 
a fair endowment and a suitable building, the 
Mechanics' Institute, with a subscribers' 
library and reading room, the Natural His- 
tory Society with a largo collection, and the 
Ait Gallery, with a beautiful building, and 
a by no means valueless collection. Al- 
though the aggregate capital of these four 
institutions is large, yet as four separate 
buildings and permanent executive staffs 
have to be kept up, none of them are doing 
the good they m'ght, 

Birmingham, among other English towns, 
affords good models for the combina- ! 
tion of such institutions. There private 
j benevolence and public generosity have in- 
! vested a million pounds sterling in a free 
public library, an art museum and an insti- 
tute, where the hand, the eye, the ear and 
the mind are alike educated. The problem 
of promoting these great appliances is not a 
small one, that of interesting the masses in 
them is a larger one, and Birmingham has 
grappled with and solved both. The begin- 
nings of such institutions as these, which are 
doing so much to make Birmingham great, 
Montreal already has in the Fraser Institute 
and the Art Gallery. The Fraser Institute 
has a suitable building, the relics of two fine 
libraries and some endowment. The objec- 
tions made to any scheme of making the 
Fraser the basis of a popular institution 
are that it is governed by a board of trustees, 
and that it bears the name of its founder. If 
it were necessary that any union between the 
Mechanics' Institute, the Natural History 
Society and the Fraser Institute should take 
the form of an organic union, the first objec- 
tion would be a serious one, but a federation, 
such as that of the Amateur Athletic Associ- 
ation, would be far better than an organic 
union, as it would give full scope to enthusi- 
asm in the different branches of work. The 
objection to the name would be largely re- 
moved by the same process. lu any case 
it is one which time removes. A large pro- 
portion of the great and successful institu- 
tions of the world bear the names of their 
founders, though in many cases these have 
l>eeu by no means those of their largest bene- 
factors. What is wanted is a free public in- 
stitute association .formed by a federation of the 
Fraser Institute, the ArtGallery, the Mechan- 
ics' Institute and the Natural History Society. 
Tb« Mechanics' Institute and the Natural 
History Society might give their libraries into 
the keeping of the Fraser Institute with the 
understanding that the combined library 
Should be a free lending library, and with 
Hid revenue derivable from the sale or lease 

of Its present property, which now benefits 
at most a few hundred persons, an institute 
f< r technical training, with well equipped 

Workshop*, uiigjit be maintained in rOOfflfl 

famished by the Fraser Institute, thus un- 
locking money which Is now loeked up in 
stone and lim". hi tine- i similar arrange* 
jiM-nt might be made with the Natural His 
lory Society, whkh would enable it to realize 
on its property and make use of ita revenue 
for scientific educational purposes. What 
would then be wanted, when sufficient en- 
dowment could be obtained, would be suitable 
new buildings, on or near Phillips square, 
in harmony with tho Art Gallery, and, if 



possible, adjoining 11 With some sub- 
stantial aid from tho oltiaene, this ooujd 
be entered on at onco. It is generally com- 
paratively easy to «et good endowments 
for stones and mortar, and the institu- 
tions, once in active operation as educa- 
tional Institutions, would not probably hifi 
to wait very long for suitable habitations 

onco a romi.iiHMi Polytechnic Institute would 

be A very great bleiiiag to the city, and e mM 
be agitated to MoGttl as a sort of Faculty of 
Technology, for most fajirfments <>l which 
Montreal could easily furnish the lecturers, 

This institution should have branch ilbrartei 
and branch technical Sohoofe in Jill parts of 
the ( ity. The ftdratttage which a large ceutrid 
library with branches has over Indepen- 
dent small libraries ll enormous. The large 
public libraries of tho present day have 
branches all over tho towns in which they 
I are, with small collections of the more 
" stands^ works, and connection by telephone 
and express with tho central collection. At 
these out-contres there ought to bo branch 
classes for the lads at work who could not go 
miles from homo for night-schools, and they 
might bo so arranged as to have working- 
men's reading and cofVeo rooms attached.

hands, one afternoon last week I paid a 
visit to the so-called free public library, j 
I have been used to visiting public libra- 
riaa, for in my country I don't think yon 
conld find a town of over twenty thous- 
and inhabitants without a genuine froe 
public institution, whore a man can 
Stroll in at any time of the day from 
seven in the evening till ten at night. 
For a city of the Importance of Montreal 
I, of course, expected to find something 
superior to these village libraries, and, 
indeed, rather looked for some new fea- 
ture showing Ithe boasted go-a-head-ive- 
ness of the Western continent I was I 
doomed to a woeful disappointment, i 
The building, the books, the librarians ', 
were all there, but the public, in whose 
behalf the whole concern was so gen- | 
erouely planned by the donor, was con- : 
apicuo'us only by its absence. It is true | 
a lew weary -looking individuals were { 
lolling away the time looking at the 
pictures in the magazines, but there i 
was no sign of life, none of that eon- j 
tinuous coming and going that is so j 
marked a feature of a well-conducted j 
public library. 1 can quite understand 
that a decent man, who happens to be 
a little thinner skinned than your cor- 
respondent, would, at the very outset, feel 
ofltonded at the caddisbness of the notices 
that greet his eye on entrance* Toe 
blow your nose and wipe your boots' 
Style, may possibly be good form in a 
charity school, but is out of place alto- 
gether when coupled with an invitation 
to citizens to enter and make themselves 
free of the building. 
Next, there is no news room, a useful, I 
| almost indispensible feature of a library, 
that would cost| nothing to the institu- 
tion, except a little energy on the part of 
the librarian, and would attract hun- 
dreds daily. 

Then for the main part of the scheme, 
the books. You will be surprised to hear, 
sir, that after all these years there is no 
catalogue made out yet. Of what use are 
the thousands of valuable works when a 
citizen may not handle them, and has no 
catalogue to find what ho wants. It is 
true that there is one manuscript list on 
the counter, and a more elaborate sys- 
tem of " how not to do it " could not pos- 
sibly be devised. Fiction, theology,. his- 
tory, biography, tfcc, all mixed up pell 
mell. To make the confusion more in- 
teresting, the "books are entered in alpha- 
, betical order, not of their titles 
(bleBS you that would make it 
too eimple) but of their author's names. 
This comes in very handy if you want to 
find some particular book and have for- 
gotten, or perhaps never knew, the author. 
; If your author's title commenced with 
I one* of the last letters of the alphabet you 
' may have a painful search through some 
i hnndreds of pages, in a not too clear 
manuscript, before hitting on the desired 
work. I believe there is also some ridic- 
ulous scheme by which you have to de- 
posit the value of a work before taking it 
away from this peculiar free library ; but 
I think I have said enough, perhaps, to 
make some of the trustees look into mat- 
ters a little. That worthy citizen, Mr. 
Frazer, did not leave his money away 
from those who had some right to expect 
it for the sole purpose of finding a clean, 
gentlemanly, well paid occupation for a 
librarian ; though the way things are run 
it almost looks like it. I believe the 
trustees are all busy men whose time is 
valuable, but if they have no time to de- 
vote to furthering the ends to which the 
money was bequeathed, they should in 
all hoLesty resign the post. For my 
part, 1 think as everything is to hand the 
librarian himself might make such im- 
provements as are needful, and so remove 
from us one of our reproaches. We, 
through our prens, may boast of our fine 
buildings, extensive commerce and rapid 
growth, but Montreal is the only one 
among the great cities of the Empire that 
has no free public library and no public 
bathe. Mechanic. 

[We think that if the libiarian lent 
books indiscriminately without Bome se- 
curity for their return, the Fraser Insti- ) 
tute would not very long require a cata- 
logue, except of those books which were 
missing. We have no doubt there is 
much yet to be done, but we have some 
confidence in the present librarian doing 
it as fast as the means at his command 
will allow.

7. Books shall never be handed from one member to another.

9 Members must give notice of resignation three months before the close ot the year 

10. One month shall be allowed for the perusal of a book but if a ^ book m the 
ooBsessioQ of a member be wanted bv aaj other member, it shall be retmnea raw wees

PROVISIONAL RULES. 



The following Rules have been drawn up as an interim arrangement, to hold 
good until such time as the Circulating Department shall be established upon a 
broader basis. 

I. — A Deposit of $3.00 (or, in the case of bona fide students of some recog- 
nized school or university, of $2.00) enables the depositor to borrow books from 
the library, dictionaries and other works of reference of course excepted. Only 
two volumes will be allowed out at a time upon one deposit, and these volumes 
must not exceed the amount of the deposit in value. 

II. — -Depositors will Receive a Receipt, upon production of which and 
return of books borrowed, in good condition, they will be entitled to receive back 
their deposit in full, subject to deduction of fines for unpunctuality, etc. 

No deposit will be received for a period of less than one month. 

III. - Rules for Changing and Returning Books.— 

1st.— Books must be Returned within a Fortnight from day of borrowing. 
Depositors failiug to comply with this regulation 

(1) Will be notified by card upon the 15th day after borrowing, for 
which notification they will be fined 5 cents. 

(2) If the books are not returned within seven days of the first noti- 
fication, they will be notified again and an additional fine of 6 
cents will be levied. 

(3) At the end of the next week a messenger will be seut aud au 
additional charge of 25 cents will be made. Books will have to be 
delivered to the messenger or the deposit will be forfeited. 

2„d . — JVo books can be changed upon Sunday. 

3rd -Books must be returned (1) to the librarian or assistants, (2) with- 
in the regular hours, 1 *, between 9 and 6.45 or between 7 and 8.45. 
Books must not be left out of hours or at the doors, 

4th.- No book or books taken out can be changed upon the same day. 

Norn- A copy of the above Rules will be given to all persons depositing. 
They are requested to read them through before signing their names, as «uch 
signature binds depositors to their observance.

It is hero appropriate to add a few words 
as to the results of the Sunday opening, in 
which movement the Fraser institute has 
acted as the pioneer in our community — the 
step that was taken by the institute being 
rejected by the Art gallery,.

The recent innovation at t ho Fniser Insti- 
tute of providing a special reading-room 

tor ladies la a most happy ami desirable 
one. It uas due to the thoughtful eonsid 
eratiou of the worthy president, that the 
idea was formulated and carried out. 

The room formerly used by the McGill 
Faculty of Law has been converted into 
the present Ladies? Reading Room and 
ia a largo, handsome and cheerful apart- 
ment. Mr. Malcouronno, librarian, court- 
eously showed a Herald representative 
over the library pointing out many features 
oi interest. Speaking of the attendance 
of ladies at the Institute he said: "There 
bias been a Car larger attendance of ladies 
since the new reading room was opened. 
A great many young ladies who arc studying 
in the different schools avail themselves 
oi the privileges of the iibrary. Theii there 
are many boarding m the City who find 
it convenient and prcii table to spend part 
o£ their time hero." 

There are over 30,000 volumes inthislib- 
raiy, comprising the very best books of 
reference as well as all the standard au- 
thors in history, science, religion, biogra- 
phy, and all branches of literature. The 
German library, with over 1.000 volumes 
on its shelves, includes the works of the 
best, German writers. 

The Montreal Horticultural Society 
have a very tine collection of works on 
horticulture, which is kept at the Insti- 
tute. This collection is pronounced by 
good authorities to be a very choice and 
interesting one. 

Then the Montrea! Bock Club composed 
of about twenty gentlemen are continual- 
ly handing over books for use in the lib- 
rary. The best English, French and Am- 
erican magazines are also on hand besides 
copies of local and other newspapers., 
books are selected or approved by 
library committee before being ordered 
and special cure is taken by this commit- 
tee in providing first-class and suitable 
literature.

The Eraser Institute was opened to the 
public in 1885 and since then has developed 
wonderfully up to the present time. The 
attendance at the library for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1SS8, was 30,945 with an av- 
erage daily attendance of 89. Compare 
with this the actual attendance during the 
year ending Jims 3), 1836, of 70,812 with 
a daily average of 208. The library is open 
all day from 9 a.m. to 10 p.m., and every 
facility is afforded for the comfort and 
convenience of visitors. 

Mr. Malcouronne, librarian, is assist* 
gd by Sir, Borlase. Mrs. Renaud, and ML, 
McDougall. Eor the last three years, Mr. 
Murray, late of the High School, has been 
giving valuable assistance in the library. 
Ehose desiring books make application to 
BO assistant, and then reference is made 
to the card catalogue, which gives the 
name of each book and number of shelf. 

Jt is likewise encouraging to the officers 
of the Institute to find that the circulat- 
ing department ia abso increasing. A de- 
posit of $3 is required from each person 
before l>ooks can be taken from the li- 
brary. The provision is a wise and just 
one, and avoids unnecessary risk. Two 
volume* may be withdrawn at a time, 
and kept for two weeks. A receipt in 
given when the deposit is made and it is 
only necessary to produce this to have the 
it returned. A new catalogue is 
expertcd out shortly, the last coming out

Opinions will probably continue to differ 

Somewhat as to exactly what Montreal 
ES 2 da in the shape of a public library. 
There is only one point upon which all who 
ever have occasion to 088 libraries will 
agree that the need exists. It seems 

hardly credible that the great metropolis 
01 Canada should actually be behind some 
of the smaller communities in the nonun- 
ion, and the great muss of those in the ad- 
joining Republic, in having no public li- 
brary. Of course, the University of McGill 
has an excellent referenee library for their 
own use. bttt^ with the exception of this, 
there is no big library of any kind, public 
or private, m this whole great city. There 
is no place where one can go and consult 
up to date works <■>! reference; no place 
where the day 10 day additions to the litera- 
ture of the age may be seen. In this respect 
Montreal has certainly not kept pace with 
the growth of the ace. 

The discussion of the proposal to utilize 
the offered $150,000 gut from the Carnegie 
fund tor a building, with the attached con- 
ditions that the city will expend at least 
|15,000 a year in maintaining the library, 
having caused a renewed interest in the 
library question, the Star has had conver- 
sations with several gentlemen who have 
bad special opportunities of knowing sonic- 
thing abom such matters. It will be seen 
at once that all say that a library without 
fiction would be a binary without books, 
so far as the demand of from sixty to 
eighty per cent, of readers are concerned. 

THE FRASER INSTITUTE. 

Forty thousand volumes are to be found 
in the Fraser Institute Free Library, and 
over sixty per (rent, of those called for are 
•works of fiction. This is what Secretary 
P. B. DeCreveeocur, of the Fraser Insti- 
tute, Bald to the Star, on being inter- 
viewed. 

He had read the report of the City 
Council meeting at which the library pro- 
ject was discussed, and he smiled at the 
recollection of it. 

M. DeCrevecoeure idea is that the com- 
mittee to select books and decide matters 
of that, kind should be composed of gen- 
tlemen well-known as literary men, as edu- 
cated, reading men, the leading men of the 
kind in the city. It would he all right to 
have the City Council represented on the 
commit tee. but not to have the committee 
entirely com]. >sed of councillors. He did 
not understand that gentlemen were always 
elected to the Council because of literary 
attainments or especial erudition. 

It would be well if, in starting a citizens' 
public library, Rome existing library were 
taken over, or perhaps two or three amal- 
gamated, and then strengthen the combina- 
tion by careful selection of books not al- 
ready on hand, filling up blank*, completing 
sets, etc. 

Af to the control of a public library, he 
was of the opinion that if clergymen Vere 
on the committee there would simply be 
no library. They entertained such different 
opinions, frequently, es to what hooks the 
public should be allowed to read. This 
ma a point the public liked to decide for 

lb- waa noi aware what funds would pos- 
sibly l>e available for a library, but if the 
jpO.000 proposed Carnegie gift were all it 
•would be entirely insufficient. That sum 
expended m books alone would he enough, 
provj < ^ no very expensive editions were 
earned at. 

The number of books now in the Fraser 
Institute included about 13,000 in French 
out of the forty thousand.

THE MECHANICS' IKHTITUTK. 

''Between 75 and 80 per cent, of the books 
taken from tins library are works oi f.« 
tiori," remarked Mr. William Hamilton, 
librarian of the Mechanics' [ostituU 

Continuing, Mr. Hamilton stated' that 
should they drop novels, and particularly 
the modern novel, from their list of book's 
it would be equivalent to going out of busi- 
ness. 

'J he mater part of the novels taken out 
of the afcehanics library are read by the 
Jami y of the members, while a good man* 
of the members themselves, old and staid 
^ men, also indulge in soma of the 
loiter literature occasionally. The novel* 
and placed m em ulation bv the in- 
stitute are for the m«rt nart from 'the pen* 
of American authors and the standard I 
earefully maintained by the SbrwKn Th2 



method of purchasing novels is to look 
closely to the different reviews. If a num- 
ber of the reviewers speak well of a book, 
it is purchased and placed on the shelves. 
Occasionally |om« one takes out a novel, 
and after reading it. complains that it. lacks 
in moral tone. This particular novel is then 
read bv Mr. Hamilton, and at times others 
are called on for opinions. Mr, Hamilton 
spoke* of one occasion on which a particular 
novel was condemned out of hand by one 
of the members as being positively hu- 
moral, and the borrower censured the libr- 
ary authorities for having such a book in 
circulation. 

The librarian passed the novel over to 
the MetJill authorities for an Opinion, and 
their report was that the novel was ex- 
cellent, that it was well written and that 
it should l>e upon the shelves of all well 
stocked libraries. 

4 *So you see, after all," said Mr. Hamil- 
ton, "that the morality of a bit of fiction 
is, in certain instances, all a matter of 
opinion." 

Scanning the list, of works in circulation 
it was ascertained by actual count that 
fully seventy-five per cent, of works out of 
the Mechanics' Institute yesterday were 
novels. Following is a partial list, of the 
novels taken at random, showing just the 
class of books which uere in demand. 
Live3 of the Hunted, by Seton-Thomson ; 
Young Voyagers, by Mayne Reid; Twenty- 
years After, by Dumas; Peter Ibbctson; 
Tarry Thou Till I Come; Daughter of New 
France, by Marv Crowlcv; Dreamers of 
the Ghetto, by I. Zangwill ; Round the Red 
Lamp, by Conan Doyle; Richard Carvel, 
by Churchill; Kim, by Kipling; Millionaire 
Mystery, by Fergus Hume; the Velvet 
Glove, by H. S. Merriman: The Right of 
Way, by Gilbert Parker; The Firebrand; 
To Herat and Cabul, by George A. I lent v ; 
In Spite of All, by Edna Lyall; The Vic- 
tors, by Robert Barr; The Ruling Passion, 
by Van Dyke; and The Road to Frontenac, 
by Merwin. 

It appears that the older novels—Scott's, 
Dickens' and Thackeray's— are not in any 
great demand. The new books are read as 
they come out, and then, later, perhaps, 
the member reverts to the more standard I 
works and more serious reading. Among 
the books of reference, science, history, | 
travel and biography now out of the Me- 
chanics' Institute are Spectrum Analysis. 
Fragments of Science, Society in Rome, 
Story of Canada, Bismarck, Transvaal from 
Within, History of the British Colonies, 
Canada Under British Rule, German Life 
in Town, Anticipations and Photography 
as a Fine Art. 

Mr. Hamilton's conclusions were that 
there might in time be a demand for a lib- 
rary devoted exclusively to the more seri- 
ous side of life, but at present the read- 
ers of this clas* of works and the stud- 
ents of such are too few and far between 
to make it worth the while. 

ST. MARY'S LIBRARY. 

Rev. Father Devine, S.J.. who is in charge 
of the English Section of the Montreal Free 
Library, when asked what he thought of 
the proposition of establishing a public li- 
brary without fiction, smiled at the idea. 

"Why, toy experience is that we give out 
ten to twenty works of fiction to one work 
on history, science or any kindred subject. 
We give out in the English section about 
seven hundred books a month. The experi- 
ence in the French section is the same. 
Under those eireumatanees it is difficult for 
me to understand how a public library can 
be established without fiction. I under- 
stand and appreciate that it is difficult to 
reach an understanding as to exactly what 
books should be purchased for a public li- 
brary in a mixed community. There is one 
J hi tut, however, on which we can all agree, 
mimoral books, «uch * as those of Zola and 
other writers of like character, must be 
kept out. When it comes to book* regard- 
nig philosophy or theology, it will become 
more difficult, and T do not know how 
the matter will be settled." 



A SNEER FROM OTTAWA. 
(Ottawa Journal,) 
Bome^ Montreal aldermen are anpoainff 
novels m the proposed Carnegie libwry there.

Dunng the pa^t three or four months, 
njule the members of the City Council 
have been haggling over the establishment 
of Uie Camogie Library, uhe management 
Of the Eraser Institute ha.s been making 
tmch extensive improvements that when 
un doorfc. were ouce more thrown open to 
the public this morning the inviting up- 
to-date appearance of the whole place was 
suvth as to cause one to wonder why an- 
Otfaer public library ishould be needed at 
sih Xhe whole interior has been hand- 
somely re-decorated and so entirely re-ar- 
ran^ed. as to be scarceiy recognizable. 

Instead of the distributing desk running 
across uhe middle of tn,e large rooms, it 
has been placed in front oL,the entrance 
to the smaller room at tfteXorth,west cor- 
ner, into wiiieh all the bookcases from the 
law room, except those which line the 
wails, have been, removed. The cabinet 
contadning uhe caVl catalogue, which is 
no -a- a complete and most valuable index, 
ii* placed alone the' west wall of the main 
room, convenient to the distributing desk, 
and a counter containing the works of re- 
ference runs around the remaining three 
side?. All the rest of the floor space is de- 
voted to dhairB and tables, so that the 
whole makes one great spacious reading 
room, made light and a ; ry by a large sky- 
Uaht, which has been cut in the centre 
of the ceiling and serves the double pur- 
txjse of light and vertilation. The old gas 
lamps and electric chandeliers of neat 
brass, and softly shaded, add much to the 
Comfort and appearance of the whole. 

The ladies room now opens out of the 
Enala W!; instead of the passage, and in 
it is placed the Mackay collection of pic- 
tures and the lino volumes of old and valu- 
able engravings which form an interesting 
{•art of the treasures of the library. Tiie 
rare books and editions, some of wliieh are 
sroftfc several hundred dollars, and which

The Eraser Institute Library^ with its 

able and devoted librarian. Mi\ P. l'>. 
de Crdvecoeur, is by far the best of 
the popular libraries, for it is the 
only library which is at all times 
readily accessible to the public. 
its 46,000 volumes cover the whole 
field Of literature, and iuelude among 
them many valuable hook** of en- 
gravings and old Canadian bonks. There 
are lo,()00 volumes in French. JCvery 
cfTort is made, ;is far as the means at the 
disposal of the trustees will allow, to 
keep the library up to date, but when it 
:s said that $1,500 a year is all that is 
available for the purchase of new books 

and magaaines for the men's and Indies' 
reading rooms, and for repairs and bind- 
ing, it will be seen how inadequate lea- 
ser's Institute is as the public library 
of a great city like Montreal. Ail hon- 
6? tii it. however, for the good work it 
has done and is doing. Within its lim- 
ited compass it is excellent. It is well- 
kept, clean and comfortable, and, with 
the excellent pictures on the walls, quite 
attrse'Jve. 

Not less commendable, though affecting 
a smaller elass < f readers, is the Mont- 
real Fiec Library, under the Jesuits' 
Church, on Bleury street. Since its in- 
ception in 18S9, this library has faithful 
]y pursued its original plan of supplying 
books, without parochial o^ sectarian 
limitations, to a large section of the | 
Knglish-speaking population of the city. 
The utility of its existence and its mar- 
vellous growth, considering its limited 
resources, are conclusively attested by a 
few figures. At. its inception its cata- 
logue consisted of 200 books, with a c:r- 
enlation of 332; in 1904, 10.000 volumes 
were on the shelves, with a circulation | 
of 85.000. and now it haa 16.000 books, j 
with a circulation of 00,000. This work ! 
is carried on by members of the League ' 
of the Sacred Heart, and the chief source 
of income is an annua] afternoon tea. at j 
which fome $400 or $500 are realized It j 
is aimed to provide the best in fiction. J 
history, travel, biography, etc.. and a | 
Specialty is made of juvenile literature, 
Of which there are about 1,000 volumes, j

Btreet Presbyterian Ohurchj purely in 
the interests of the citizens m general 

and the working classes in parucuhir. 
It- aim was the instruction of flfl mem- 
bers in the arts and BCienoea and m use- 
ful knowledge, and the chief mean- to 
this end was a reading' room ami h- 
brary. The old society died, and its sue 

cesser, the present Mechanics' Institute, 
was started in 1810, Mr. John Jvedpath 
being the first president. From that 
time until now the Institute has catered 
to the reading public. At one time it 
had as many as 1,800 members, but Ofj 
late years the membership lias been i 
gradually falling off, probably owing to 
the movement of the population farther 
and farther from the business portion of 
St. James street, in which the Institute 
is situated. The members now number 
between 400 and 450. The stock of 15.- 

000 books is a useful one, and in some di- 
rections a valuable one. 'The reading 
room is supplied with 50 periodicals and 
newspapers, among them being the Lon> 
don ' Times.' The library is controlled 
by a committee of 15 elected by the mem- 
bers. 

By far the be^t library in the city is un- 
doubtedly that of McGill University. .The 
nucleus of this library was formed when, 
in 1855, Principal Dawson presented to 
the college 'Dodsley's Annual Register.' 
From that day the library lias grown 
til] at present the total number of vol- 
umes is 110.000. While every branch of 
literature and learning is represented in j 
the library, there are more t-cientific, 
historical and biographical works than 
volumes of fiction. The library build- 
ing was given to t he university in 1893 
by the late Peter Redpath. Mrs. Peter 
Eedpath has since enlarged and im- ; 
proved the structure, which has now a 
working capacity for 250.000 volumes and 
ample accommodation for 350 readers. 

The use of the library is free to all 
students, except those in the Faculty oi j 
Medicine, who are supposed to deposit 1 
$5 for the privilege. 

Although McGifi is not a public library 
in the strict sense of i he word, the cor- 
poration and the com -nit tee are anxious 
tb make it as serviceable to the public 
as is compatible with safety to its col- 
lections, and the primary object for 
which Jt exists, namely, t lie use of 
the- University, It is already doing 
a very large amount of reference work 
for tire public, and people who wish to 
use R in thu way are always cordial- 
ly l re. vied and very we'eoms. 

There are two book elubs in connec- 
tion with the library wlucn the public 
may join, aud : here is also a travel- 
ling library of -\-U)0 volumes for the 
towns and villages around ihe city.

of the truth. A great collection of hooka 
with a man in it comes nearer to tho 
ideal of the university. To make a 
library valuable to a community there 
must be trained and skilled librarians' 
work*. That also will cost money; in- 
deed, many of the great public libraries 
spend at the very least iifty percent, of 

wieir annual expenditure in providing 

skilled librarians. 

It may be a long time before Montreal 
i> mi we.il provided as most large cities. 
In the meantime some of the advantages 
of a public library might b:^ obtained by 
seeunng a systematic cataloguing of all 
the libraries of the < ; ty. and making 

\ one catalogue which would sh:r\v all the 
books in the city, their authors and sub- 
jects, and also where they might be 

i found.

MR. LIGHTHALIVS EULOGY OF 
THE LATE MONTREAL 
WRITER. 

In usveijing the bust to the late Mr. 
William McLennan, in the reading: room 
oi the Fraser Institute, tliis afternoon, 
^T*TT. D. light hall said: — 

'In making this presentation, a few 
further words have been thought ap- 

?ropriaie concerning Mr. McLennan. 
Ks friends assembled ^ bene have each 
their recollections of him, and the best 
tribute that can be paid is simply to re- 
call htm as he was to each of us. I 
knew htm first at the High School in 
this very building, where he was my

superior in age, yet he took kindly no- 
^ce «f my taste for drawing and aid 
nfrDtvt to interest me in etchings, of 
which, ne had even then a very con- 
jwwafrhe knowledge and a good eoHec- 
tton. Although be did not attend the 
Art* course at McGiN University when 
I did? he had a very close connection 
with it from his deep interest in the 
bbrary, the first real organization of 
much was his work, and 1 then en- 
joyed many discussion* with him on 
books and antiquarian subjecta—parti- 
cularlv questions relating to Old French 
Canada, which had a great charm for 
both of us. H« even urged that I 
should become the librarian of the uni- 
versjtv, but I did not see my way to 
auaapt* I knew him next during two 
summers at Berthier-en-haut, the quaint 
watering place on the SU Lawrence, in 
ft romantic country. There he met his 
charming littJe future wife, and the 
man who was all heart and exquisite 
t«ft* found bis meet companion for life. 
Afterwards, until the end of his life in 
Montreal, w« had many pleasant oc- 
casion* cjf contact, although 1 was drawn 
toward* philosophy and social economic*, 
and otW objects which to him were 
nerer congenial, and which he consider* 
ad a waste of time, that might far bet- 
tar ha devoted U, literary art. And ao 
he itvad ^the hi e of a perfect represen- 
tative of taate and "the humanities." 
always enjoying and diffusing knowledge© 
oi the beat books, pictures and anil' 
.quitim; and jutharing around him • 
■^*||osen circle of those whose hearts were 



'As an author, I think his first work 
Mas the little volume of translations of 
provincial Chansons, entitled "Songs of 
old Canada,' the 'beet translation yet 
made. After some years 'Harper's 
Magazine' accepted a number of dialect 
stories of French Canada, which attract- 
ed wide attention. Then appeared the 
charming series of sketches of life dur- 
ing the French Revolution, entitled "As 
told to His Grace, *' and several poems 
in 'Harper's'. That, grace, distinction 
and historical lore winch characterized 
all his work now caused a demand on 
all sides for a completer book, and hf- 
ter a time he produced "Spanish John/' 
founded on the brief autobiographical 
sketch of that romantic Jacobite offi- 
cer. That work gave scope for his 
power of characterization, and for his 
stories of tradition. Then followed the 
"Span o' Life/' written in collaboration 
"with Miss Jean Mcll wraith., in which 
his portion is easily traced. 

. 'As an antiquarian he was one of the 
three or four best in Canada— and cer- 
tainly far and away the foremost m 
stj'le. As such his principal contribu- 
tion was r a series of interesting and 
minute biographies of some of the 
earliest French citizens of Montreal ;* and 
he was an exact authority on old sites 
and plans of the city. 

'As. an artist, he had the foundation 
of the artistic eye. the skill of the na- 
tural draftsman, the knowledge gained 
by long collecting and associating with 
artists, from inborn 3ove of such mat- 
ters. 

'As a book connoisseur, he not only 
gathered choice things at his home, but 
he rendered the greatest services to the 
public libraries of the eitv — MeGill, of 
which, as previously stated, he was the 
first real organizer — and the Fraser In- 
stitute, over which his was ever the 
expert supervising mind, and of which 
he was president for some years until 
his death. It was in this department 
that he chiefly showed his public spirit, 
devotion and generosity. 

'It remains only to speak of McLen- 
nan as the man and the companion. 
Xone was ever of a higher mind, of a 
sweeter disposition, of gentler and more 
courteous manners. He loved our 
French compatriots and had many 
friend* among them. He loved our eitv 
and 'and. He loved «rand thoughts and 
all good imoulses. He hated only what 
i* mean and low. I need n<d s<iy more. 
Although he sleeps in far Vallom-brn^a. 
those who knew him here will not fe^l 
that distance can render him forgotten.' 
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The late William McLennan reposes 
in tar-away beajtjful Florence, but his 
memory continues to be fresh and 
sweet in Montreal, where so many knew 
fcttd admired and loved him. The sen- 
timent of these friends found some 
expression on Saturday, when Mr. W. 
D. Light hall unveiled a bronze bust oi 
the author and artist as a permanent 
reminder oi* a high-minded, sweet-souled 
scholar. It is fitting that this memen- 
to should be placed in thp Fraser In- 
.stitute Library, tor in that very build- 
ing was formerly the High School 
which McLennan atteaded; and where 
he was afterwards to be the guwiing 
mind, and for some years president, of 
the Fraser Institute. He was also the 
first real organizer of :he McGill Lib 
rary, and it is intended to place a re- 
plica of this bust in that institution. 
The unveiling on Saturday was attend- 
ed by artsts and authors ani news- 
paper men, and by m.-n of taste who 
are attracted to such an environment, 
and one could not but feel, among that 
company, if Philippe liebert's life-like 
work could sta-rt again into life, how 
congenial the poet Avxild find that as- 
sembly of appreciative intimates. The 
occasion i*' all the mo-e worthy to be 
chronicled here because even men of 
such considerable literary anil other 
achievements as William McLennan with 
rare deceptions pass away and arc soon 
forgotten. In Montreal and Quebec, 
this appjUea more to the English -speak- 
ing population than to the Freuoh- 
speaking Th c Fr^ieh-speaking people 
very largely love their Cremazie and 
admire their Frechette, their Garneaus 
and obhera who have conferred distinc- 
tion upon their language; but the Eng 
lish-epeaking people take little account 
of a native artist, whether of words oi 
colors, and do not recognize to any 
adequate extent how much he may have 
done to sweeten life. The setting up 
of the two bust* to mi?h a one in Mont- 
real is unique so far, but is mghly 
worthy of imitation n i,he case of oth- 
ers; and not for the Read's sake, but 
for thc advantage of T,he living; as a 
sign that we recognize other things in 
the world besides position and money. 
Any other big city would surely before 
this have honored iW»l<f by some memo- 
rial in bronze or rmirble *ho\v that 
Ueavysege, the author of 'Saul,' lived 
and worked here.

Sends a Letter to the Committee 
Having Under Consideration 
1 New Books. 



The ClVic Library, in the Monument 
Natio?K'l h;i s now come under the 
jurisrti Mion of the newly formed City 
Hall OommiUoe, and at its first meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon, Aid. Labrec- 
que, in the ehair, an important letter 
from Archbishop JU-udiosia was read 
on the subject of new books that the 
committee has under consideration 
with the view of a. possible purchase. 

In his letter His Grace points out 
that certain of the books are on the 
index, and that they contain doctrines 
hostile to faith and morals. The let- 
ter is as follows: 

"When the Civic Library was es- 
tablished some years ago in the Monu- 
ment National, it was understood, if 
I am not mistaken, that only technical 
books were to be placed in it, such as 
could be useful to the laboring classes 
in. particular. Since then books have 
been added that ii seems to me are 
not conformable to the end indicated 
in the beginning. I now understand 
it is the intention to purchase more 
works which are not of a technical na- 
ture, and which, besides, would be 
dangerous to faith and morals. I am 
aware that in the list of these books 
there are some which are improper 
and prohibited. 

"This is a grave question of which 
I cannot but have an interest. I be- 
lieve I am fulfilling a duty of my 
pastoral office in desiring that in ;> 
library open to all, that it contain no 
books which might be injurious to 
those confided to my care. 

"I, therefore, come t«> you in all con- 
fidence and request you to inform me 
of what you intend to do, regarding 
the choice of books to be placed in the 
Civic Library. 

"Accept, gentlemen, the assurance of 
my devoted regards. 

"Paul, Arch, of Montreal." 
"P.S.— I would point out among 
other works those of Voltaire, of J. 
J. Rousseau, of tyfichelet, of Balzac, 
and of George Sand, which certainly 
should not be in an institution like 
the Civic Library." ,

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STATUS OF LIBRARY 



Civic Institution Should Contain 
Only Technical Works, Says 
City Attorney. 



GENERAL LITERATURE BARRED 



legal Opinion at Variance With 
Recent Decision Laid 
on Table. 



The status tit the Civic Library was 
legally defined at the meeting of im 
City Hal] Committee yesterday after- 
noon by City Attorney Ethier, who in 
a communication replying to Questions 
put to him, declared that properly 
speaking a technical library should 
not Include works of genera] litera- 
ture or fiction. 

l\v a recent resolution the committee 
decided to purchase literary works 
and the like that were not of a perni- 
cious character. Aid. Levy took the 
stand at the time that to purchast 
books of that kind was not in con- 
formity with the resolution of the 
City Council founding the library. He, 
therefore, moved at a recent meeting 
that a series of questions be referred 
to the city law office to settle the 
point. Aid. Levy wanted to know 
whether a standing committee had the 
power to exceed the duties defined uy 
council or whether such a committee 
must strictly conform thereto. Aid. 
Levy further wished to know what 
was understood by a technical library, 
and if such a library should contain 
works of literature and fiction. 

Mr. Ethier. in his reply, declared 
that the standing committee must fol- 
low the spirit and letter of the resolu- 
tion empowering it to act. 

Mr. Ethier then went on to say that 
after perusing the debates preceding 
the founding of the library he was of 
the opinion that the original intention 
was to create a technical library and 
nothing else. The purpose of the 
council was to have a collection of 
technical works, ancient and modern, 
treating on science, arts and general 
subjects, likely to be of interest to the 
working classes. Works were desired, 
in fact, to give information on Indus- 
trial 'knowledge. Mr. Ethier then 
concludes that under such conditions 
a library purely technical should not 
contain works of general literature or 
fiction. 

The motion adopted by the com- 
mittee a couple of weeks ago was pro- 
posed by Aid. Giroux, which admitted 
literary works that were not perni- 
cious. Aid. Levy, therefore, desired 
to be informed whether the motion ex- 
ceeded the powers conferred on the 
committee. 

Mr. Ethier replied -that basing his 
opinion on the foregoing information, 
'derived from an examination of the 
•e, he could only reach the conclu-

Mr. fifth far concludes hi« opinion

ture and science. 

The Opinion came as a surprise to 
most of the Committee. Chairman 
Labreequo and Aid. (Jiroux said tha* 
they were not under the impression 
that the word "technical" was ex- 
clusive so far as other books are con- 
cerned. 

Aid. GirouS OOtftted out, that only a 
simple resolution had b»cen passed by 
the conneil, and that the by-law de- 
fining the full BCOPe of the library had 
never been drafted. There were tech- 
nical works "and so forth," mentioned 
in the resolution* and he. thought that 
the "SO forth" might mean something 
else. 

Aid. Ward remarked that as the com- 
mittee had ordered books that 
conflicted With the opinion of Mr. 
Ethier. it might be as well to counter- 
mand the order. 

Aid. Giroux replied that there was 
no formal resolution that would pre* 
vent the committee from buying the 
books ordered. 

Aid. Ward said for his part, while 
not opposing the extension of the 
library, he thought that, under the cir- 
cumstances the city should not spend 
much money in that way. Other more 
pressing demands had to be met, and 
he thought the library, for the present 
anyway, should remain purely tech- 
nical. 

After some further discussion it was 
resolved on the suggestion of Aid. 
Giroux to leave the opinion on the 
table till the next meeting. 

In discussing the question afterwards 
Aid. Levy said that if the council 
wished to extend the scope of the 
library, all well and good. That was 
for the council to decide, and inform 
the committee it was their wish to 
buy works on literature and fiction. 

What is known as the Civil Library 
is situated in the Monument National 
and contains about 5,000 volumes. As 
many demands have been made for 
literary books, the committee decided 
to include them, which action is now 
shown to be illegal. 

M. Gonzalve Desauniers asked the 
committee to consider favorably the 
erection of a library building. It was 
no credit to a city like Montreal that 
it had no public library supported by 
the city. Every little town in On- 
tario and in the United States had its 
library and the time seemed to have 
come for Montreal to do something in 
that regard. 

The chairman and other members of 
the committee replied that they had al- 
ready formed their opinion on that 
subject, and in the affirmative, but 
that without money they could do 
nothing. It therefore remained with 
the Finance Committee to say what 
was to be done. 

Before adjourning a suggestion of 
Aid. Deserres was accepted that spe- 
cifications be drafted, by which the 
control of the Municipal Gazette would 
be turned over to a printer, who would 
have the right to print advertisements 
in it if he liked, and supply at the 




same time as much space as the cltfr 
wanted for Its business. Aid. De- 
aerreu remarked that the information 
was required as some of the committee 
favored putting the paper hack to 
where it was last year, which would 
add considerably to the cost of publi- 
cation. 

It was decided to publish in the 
Municipal Gazette the Judgment of 
Judge Piche, discharging the four 
aldermen, who were accused of alter- 
ing a civic document

As 
this state of affairs seems likely to last 
indefinitely and the citizens of Montreal 
in the meantime are deprived of the use 
of this important collection, it seems op- 
portune to arouse public opinion in the 
matter. Tf the governors are unable to 
establish the circulating library contemp- 
lated by Mr. Tiffin, then they should re- 
turn the books to the trustees of his 
estate, who, in turn, might easily carry 
out the wish of the legator by giving the 
collection to one of our public libraries.

In the realm of litera- 
ture there are sufficient volume* to be 
had without the necessity of disputable 
works arising, and now will the Arch- 
bishop use his great influence and earn 
the gratitude of the book-loving element 
of the city and initiate a movement that 
will result in something tangible? 

It would appear as if we mast look 
to our French friends for this, as the 

English-speaking element seem benumb- 
ed. Laval, perhaps, will assist, and 
MeGiil not draw back. The Archbishop 
is warmly interested in the temperance 
movement; will he kindly bear m mind 
that if the saloon and the dime theatre 
are to be counteracted there must be 
certain influences brought to bear, and 
one of these certainly is to encourage 
and stimulate a desire for reading, and, 
to have a place where one may not only 
get a book, but also spend an hour or 
two profitably. Mr. Carnegie's offer, 
no doubt, is still open, and Montreal 
is not so very rich as to be able to dis- 
pense with it. Apart from that^ a 
nucleus already exists in the libraries 
at the Monument National and Fraser 
Institute. It is only necessary to de- 
velop both of these institutions to be- 
come what would serve the more im- 
mediate needs of the city, more, especial- 
ly for the east and north end. The 
collection of the late Mr. Tiffin, now at 
the chateau, could also be utilized, and 
removed from its present rather iscon- 
gruous position. ^ ^

That there must be a reason for this 
every intelligent person w:ll readih ad- 
mit, and the reason, when the question 
ha^ been thoroughly studied, will be 
found in the lack ot educational facilities 
which your correspondent. Mr. Darling- 
ton, bemoans. 1 heartily agree with 
tht views expressed by that gentleman in 
to-day's 'Witness,' regarding the want ot 
libraries that exists in this city. Mr. 
Darlington is well qualified to speak on 
this question, inasmuch as he has lived 
with the workers, and is one of a grow- 
ing number that seek to improve their 
minds for both their personal and coun- 
try's benefit. 

An orderly commonwealth is that com- 
posed of intelligent, instructed, and as a 
consequence, law-abiding citizens.

The Hon. Senator Dandurand, 
Speaker of the Senate, has written & 
letter to Le Canada In which he depre- 
ctt^teH the proposal to appoint the 
Roman Catholic Archbishop of Mont- 
real as censor for the new proposed 
public library, affirming that if this 
be done the result would bo the estab- 
llihment of a library, or rather a, pa- 
rochial reading room, for the use of 
younjr girls, as the only books that 
would bo sanctioned would bo books 
that would contain nothing dangerous 
to the most timid conscience or the 
most innocent soul. Ho Quotes as 
proof of this the fact that when, in 
1884, the Instltut Canadien rented the 
books of til* Chrt Canadien, the Abbe 
Rousselot asked the club to submit its 
catalogue to the then archbishop, The 
rosult was that three-quarter* of the 
whole collection was marked as dan- 
gercus, and the books condemned in- 
cluded the French classics by the 
do/on and tho K^ater portion of £he 
works of those modern authors who 
have boon deeme* worthy of a chair in 
the French Academy. The club Was 
not allowed to retain those books, 
which wore handed over to tho Fraser 
Institute.

"The efforts of the Montreal Mor- 
ality Squad are not groing to end in an 
attack upon the nude In art, and a ri- 
gorous inspection of theatres and thea- 
trical performances," remarked a prom- 
inent official at the City Hall to-day. 
"I have it on good authority," he said, 
'that Inspector O'Keefe's men are 
taking steps to haw the city of Mont- 
real purged of the hundreds of inde- 
cent books which to-day flaunt them- 
selves on our bookstall?, a thousand 
times more deadly and insidious than 
our theatrical or art exhibits. Most 
people gifted with common sense make 
allowances for art, and the nude in 
art does not create tne same attention 
as it did in the days of our grand- 
fathers. Physical culture, the simple 
life, Walt Whitman, and a thousand 
and one influences have tended to 
make the human body a thing of 
beauty." 

Many Sold in Good Shops. 

' The influence of certain books, not 
only the five and ten cent literature, 
which is unspeakable, but some of 
those books sold at our best shops, is 
deadly. People when they go to the 
theatre expect to see something un- 
real and mora or less artificial. Any- 
thing groys. any jalse philosophy, is 
Mo'pted anil passed over. When they 
read thins* on a printed page, tt sinks 
into their inner selves, and they be- 
iievfe, This influence is especially 
deadly among the youn.a. 

"There is a movei^ent on foot now 
in Toronto to purgr* the city of in- 
Ctecent hooks, and Montr.Ml must fol- 
low suit With our public libraries and 
our vast heritage of good literature, 
there Is absolutely no reason for the 
bale ot these poisonous novels, l%b- 
lUhers ot repute arc now issuing books 
which are ant it for modest girls, or 
right-minded lads to read, and frven 
adults do not have their minds ira- 
I roved by them. 



Whole Tent Debasing. 

The -promoter* of the campaign 

against unmoral books in England have 
J Issued a circular letter to parents and 
school teachers, which says in part: 
• M my of the*? works of fiction are not 
indecent in the ordinary «cru»e of the 
word, but thc-ir whole tone ha* a tend- 
ency debasing and demoralisinff."

dents of literature, but the general 
public should not be allowed to have 
them. I refer to such works as Bal- 
zac's Droll Stories, or the Decameron. 
There are also series of letters, and 
memoirs of famous courtesans, which, 
book agents find are easily marketable. 
There is a big opportunity for the 
Montreal morality squad to take steps 
which will purge the city of many of 
these books, whose influence is for 
bad. The Canadian public should be 
a public of readers, but some censor- 
i ship is becoming- necessary before mind 
I and morals of many young folks arc 
! filled with evil thoughts, and distorted 
! views of Iit>."

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JO DISCUSS LIBRARY. 

Aldermanic Committee Wilt 
Report on Proposal. 

Montreal's public library will be 
discussed at the special meeting to- 
night of the committee of aldermen 
who were appointed to report on the 
feasibility of the project. 

Aid. Morin stated last night that 
after a Conference With Archbishop 
Bruchesi he felt hopeful of success. 
The Archbishop was not opposed to 
the establishment of such a library, 
provided that means were taken to 
protect the Interests of the Roman 
Catholic religion. While there were 
many difficulties in the way, Aid. 
Morin said he believed this could be 
done. As to the placing of the man- 
agement of the library under a com- 
mission to be named by the city, by 
Laval and McGill, Aid. Morin re- 
marked there would be no difficulty 
raised on that point. The crux of 
the situation was to devise a plan 
for the prohibited books. Besides 
the books actually on the church's 
prohibited list, as pointed out by the 
Archbishop, there was another class 
of books about which the authori- 
ties would have to be equally cir- 
cumspect. 'He referred to medical 
books, advanced theological books 
and romances of a certain type, 
which, while not on the. index, would 
not be circulated to all comers. 

Aid. Morin stated he was of the 
oprnion that the latter class of books 
could safely be left to the care of 
the competent library staff. As i<» 
the objection that some one might 
claim that in a public library every- 
thing should be open to the public 
in the way of letting out books, Aid. 
Morin said that the city would ar- 
range under what conditions the in- 
stitution was to be conducted, and 
all would have to abide thereby. 

The object of the conference With 
the Archbishop was to get first-hand 
information as to what might be 
done, and as a result Aid. Morin de- 
clared last night he would go ahead 
and draft, a by-law which would 
then be open for discussion, and 
while no lixed plan had been agreed 
on at the said confere/ace, Aid. Mor- 
in said there was no reason why the 
matter should not be brought for- 
ward formally for whatever solution 
it was thought best to take.

Aid. Morin again brought up the 
Civic library question at yesterday's 
City Council meeting, and the city 
elerk was instructed to prepare a by- 
law, so before long citizens may be 
in a position to enjoy the benefits 
of a good municipal library.

Old institution, oven as age is reckoned in this ancient city and also the heir 
of the accumulated literary treasures of much older organizations, the names 
of which are now found only in our city's history and on the records of their 
successor and beneficiary, the Fraser institute. 

Evidence of the character of the Fraser Institute as a public library, of 
its daily and hourly use by hundreds of people, continued year in and year 
Ottt, is easily collected by anyone who will visit the place. The visitor will 
And that throughout, at least ten months of the year the general reading- 
room is thronged by men, and that the special room reserved for women is 
in constant use from nine o'clock in the morning until ten at night. The 
visitor will find these frequenters reading the newspapers, the magazines, and 
reviews with which the tables are covered, or absorbed in books obtained 
from The library staff for immediate use on the spot. 

And in addition to these readers who have time to spend in the library, 
and many of whom have no other place in which they can read, and certainly 
none where they can obtain the reading matter here furnished freely and in 
abundance-— In addition to these the visitor will see people coming and going 
all day long, and sometimes in little crowds, especially on Saturdays, availing 
themselves of the circulating privileges of the library and procuring books 
which they are permitted to take home and read at their leisure. 

The library of the Fraser Institute is not only public in the strict sense 
that its charter makes it such, but it is really public because it is extensively 
used by the public, and is maintained wholly for the public's benefit. 

Apart from the attractions and usefulness possessed by the Fraser Insti- 
tute Library because of the wide and varied Held of entertaining and instruc- 
tive reading matter it opens to the public, it possesses another great merit of 
first-class importance in an institution of this kind: and that is its situation. 
As all the city knows, the building of the Fraser Institute stands on the corner 
of Dorchester and University streets, just at the top of Beaver Hall Hill — a 
situation that is central, easy of access from every quarter of the city,\and 
on what may be called the edge of the business section, but where the busi- 
ness section begins to give way to residences. 

The manner in which the library is administered also contributes to its 
popularity, and, therefore, to its usefulness. The service of the staff is most 
! careful and prompt; and it is more. It is not only courteous, but there is an 
! air about the whole place that makes the visitor feel that he is not only wel- 
come, but that he has a right to come. There is none of that ostentatious and 



| patronizing welcome, which makes a visitor at many public institutions of 
this sort feel that he is being granted a great favor by being permitted to 
come there at all, and that to some extent he is being pauperized. There is 
none of that about *sthe library of the Fraser Institute. It is a public place, for 
the use, of the public, and so conducted as to make the public feel that it is 
: their's. | 

The nucleus of the Fraser Institute library, or perhaps it is not. too much 
to say, its very foundations, were established many years ago, when there 
were transferred to the Institute the books that belonged to the old Mercantile 
Library and those of the Institut Canadien. These collections were larg<=» and 
• valuable, containing many books that to-day are rare, and which, in many 
instances, could not now be duplicated. Besides books, these legacies from the 
: two old organizations contained a considerable number of works of art — oil 
paintings of real merit, and beautiful and interesting steel engravings. 

The collections of books so acquired have been increased in two ways — 
bv bequests and donations, and by purchase. . Among the bequests two are 
especiallv noteworthy -that of the library of the late Hon. Mr. Justice Tor-

PUBLIC LIBRARY 

City Clerk Directed to Prepare 
a Bylaw Providing for 
Establishment. 



PLANS ARE DISCUSSED. 



Aid. Morin, Mover in the Mat- 
ter, Would Have Section 
for Prohibited Works. 

Montreal may yet have a public ; 
library. At the meeting Of the City ' 
Council yesterday instructions were 
giv*n to the City Clerk to prepare a 
by-law which will deal with this 
question. While the drafting of a 
by-law is but e formality, Aid. Morin, 
the mover of the resolution, stated 
after the meeting that he had good 
grounds for saying that the library 
would soon be an established fact. 

While remarking it was premature 
to discuss" the plan at the present 
moment, Aid. Morin declared that his 
own view was to have a general lib- 
rary of both English -and French 
books, including works on the in- 
dex of prohibited works. These lat- 
ter would, however, be in a reserved 
part and would only be given to those 
who were judged properly qualified 
to read them. The librarian would 
have to be a competent man, and 
would exercise his judgment at all 
times, -and if a Catholic wanted a 
prohibited bock he must secure a li- 
cense for such reading from the Arch- 
bishop. 

Aid. Morin admitted the books un- 
der the ban of the Catholic Church, 
especially those printed in French, 
formed the crux of the question, but 
he felt convinced that it was possible 
to find a way acceptable to all con- 
cerned by which these books could 
be placed on the library shelves. 

In general Aid. Morin favors the 
appointment of a library commission, 
to manage the library. This com- 
mission would consist of both aider- 
men ami citizens, and possibly the 
clergy. For example, Laval, McOill 
and the City Council, might be au- 
thorized oo be represented on the 
board. 

"I am really convinced that Mont- 
real should u t wait, any .longer with- 
out having a general public library," 
said Aid. Morin. "We have an ex- 
cellent beginning in the Gftgnon col- 
lection of Caoadiana, probably the 
be#t lot of books to he procured in

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FUTURE OF THE MECHANICS' 

INSTITUTE DISCUSSED 



The sale of the Mechanics' building 
and the appointment of a committee 
to gather iniormation from which to 
formulate a plan for its future work 
has raised again rhe question of the 
amalgamation of some of the Insti- 
tutes of the city. In commercial en- 
terprise mergers are the order of the 
day, and there is undoubtedly a strong 
feeling in some quarters that there is 
unnecessary duplication of buildings 
and equipment, end, consequently, un- 
necessary expense in maintaining so 
may independent, institutions. 

This feeling is strengthened by the 
fact that the work of some of " them 
seems to overlap. The Mechanics' In- 
stitute has named a committee con- 
sisting- of Mr. E. G. Quirk. Mr, J. M 
M. Duff. Mr. John Harper and Mr 
Charles Stevens , to consider its future 
policy. From the sale of its St. James 
Street property. the Institute has 
£320,000 in it.^ treasury, and partly as 
a result of that fact, it is being de- 
luded with free advice as to the best 
manner of disposing of its funds. 

Strong pressure is being brought to 
brar upon it to h;jve it erect a mag- i 
ninVent home for the David Ross Mc- j 
cord collection of art treasures and l 
natural history. All the.se offers the 



Institute has a tendency to regard as 
an interest born of rts good financial 
standing. 

Unofficial discussions have taken 
place regarding the federation of the 
Fraser and the Mechanics' Institute. 
The two organizations do practically 
the sam« work, one has sold its home 
and must make some change of loca- 
tion, the other is cramped for room 
and is compelled to entertein the 
thought of building before very long 
The man on the street wonders why 
They could not unite and erect one 
building suitable for both libraries 
Their financial standings would bt 
much alike, for the Fraser Institute 
has its property on University St. 
besides one in the down town sectior 
of the city. 

Had the whole question been thor- 
oughly considered earlier \t might 
have resulted in the erection of cme 
large edifice to house all the insti- 
tutes of Montreal, but as most of 
them hav«* fine homes of their own 
now that union seems impossible. But 
the Fraser Institute needs more roon^ 
and must build soon and the Me- 
chanics" Institute is homeless now. so 
there would seem to be no impossible 
barrier to their union.

Mechanics' Institute Has $320,- 
000 to Spend From Recent 
Sale of Building Site. 



Although the special committee ap- 
pointed recently by the executive of 
the Mechanics Institute, to discuss 
plana for the Institute's future, is still 
undecided as to the method of spend- 
ing the $320,000 which the Institute 
received for its St. James street prop- 
erty, it is considering a number of 
projects. 

The proposal meeting with most 
consideration at present is one which 
embraces the amalgamation of the 
Mechanics Institute with the Fraser 
Institute and the erection of a new 
library building on the northeast cor- 
ner of Dorchester and University 
streets to cost in the neighborhood of 
two thousand dollars. 

WILL HOLD JOINT METING 

The proposition has, it is understood, 
been officially placed before the com- 
mittee of the Mechanics Institute by 
the Fraser Institute, and arrangements 
are now being made for a meeting 
which will discuss the whole project 
in detail. 

Although it is perhaps, a little early 
in the negotiations to say with what 
favor the members of the two Institutes 
look upon the project, it seems that the 
leaser Institute is heartily in favor 
of the amalgamation plan and that 
the Mechanics Institute committee, al- 
though non-committal, as befits a 
party with money to spend, is at least 
willing to give the plan careful con- 
sideration. 

The plan has not yet been reduced 
to detail and such being the case it 
is not possible to obtain any definite 
expression of opinion from the com- 
mittee of che Mechanics Institute, 
IN FAVOR OF UNION. 

Mr. D. B. de crevecoeur, librarian 
and secretary of the Fraser Institute, 
expressed himself as heartily in favor 
of the suggested plan. 

Such an amalgamation would enable 
the Fraser Institute, he said, to carry 
on its work us it really wished to do, 
but was prevented from doing by lack 
of funds and lack of space. 

"If I ho Fraser and Mechanics In- 
; titmo joined forces," said Mr. de 
Crevecoeur, "we would bo able to es- 
tablish one the the finest libraries in 
Canada."

THE FRASER INSTITUTE. 
T^foMxr-- Wl* hi. 
With Library of About 60,000 
Volumes It Is Now Fairly 
Prosperous. 

Tha thirty third annual report, of 
the Fraser Institute Is a hope-Inspir- 
ing document. The assets are valu- 
ed at $.'t71,!L'f». of which over 377,000 
represents the value of books, Kng- 
[fah and I'Ycnr'h. The revenue last 
year was $1t5,no;{. The disbursements I 
included' $5,456 on the Fraser Buihl- j 
\\\v, Which produced a revenue of %%,- \ 
786. In the report, Mr. Joseph Kielle, 
the president, says: 

"Ft Is gratifying ^O be able to re- 
port, that, alter many years of strug- \ 
gle, with limited means, and oth^r 
depressing eireumstanes, the in^tituto 
1? now in a fairly prosperous condi- 
tion. This result is due, first, to the , 
^onerous bequests of our late Presi- 
dent. Mr. VVm McLennan, and tile 
late Mrs. J. H. R. Molson, amounting' 
together to $15,000; secondary, to a 
considerable increase in the revenues 1 
derived from the Fraser Building on j 
St. Sacrampnt s+.r^et, and. thirdly, to 
th« sale of the JCing's Fosrt Farm, | 

These three items together, add about 
$5,500 per annum to ooir revenue. 

"In view of certain demands for the 
vacant land belonging to the Insti- 
tute on University street, H has been 
thought advisable to utilize this pro- 
perty, and, suitable tenants having 
been secured, a building Is now ap- 
proaching completion, from which an 
additional sum of $3,000 will be deriv- 
ed. 

"Various propositions, having in 
view the enlargement and increased 
usefulness of the library, have oc- 
cupied the attention of the Executive 
Committee during the past year, and 
there is now every hope that their 
efforts will.- meet with success. 

"The statement, so often repeated, 
that there is no free library in Mont- 
real, should not be allowed to pass 
unanswered any longer. The public 
are, therefore, informed that the 
'Fraser' is an absolutely free library- 
open daily from 9 a.m. to 10 p.m.— 
Sundays included— free to all, with- 
out distinction of race or creed. 

"The library now contains about 60,- 
000 volumes. During the present 
year— 847 English, and 483 French vol- 
umes were purchased and 3,209 were 
donated — making a total addition of 
4,539 volumes. There were loaned to 
readers on the premises 26,826 vol- 
umes, apart from special works of re- 
ference, and 45.634 volumes were bor- 
rowed for home reading. The num- 
ber of readers attending the library 
has increased to such an extent thai 
steps must immediately be taken to 
enlarge the space set apart for visit- 
ors." 
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And Officials Want it Understood 
That the Library is Absolutely 
Free

The proposal of the Mechanics* Institute for a 
union of forces with the Fraser Institute, with a 
further junction with the Natural History Society 
as an added possibility, seams to 'be a reasonable 
and fair one, much along: 'the lines suggested by 
The Herald some months ago. "With such an offer 
fts the basis, there should be no difficulty in work- 
ing out an agreement between the two first -named 
"bodies. The Mechanics' Institute will then have 
justified in the only effectual way its lengthy occu- 
pation of its St. James strce.t pi»cmises for specula- 
tive purposes only, and will he devoting to a thor- 
oughly public-spirited and appropriate use the money 
thus acquired. 

*£>ne of the most attractive features of the whole, j 
scheme, and one about which little has as yet been} 
said, is the prospect, which it offers of a wider use- I 
fulness and a wider appreciation for the Fraser In- 
stitute. Wfi have .ong been convinced that the 
light of the Fraser Institute was largely hid under 
a bushel so far as the majority of the English- | 
speaking people of Montreal are concerned. They 
pimply do not realize that^in the Fraser the city 
possesses a free public jyhrary of very good qual- 
ity, operated on the most 'generous terms. The erec- 
tion of a new and adequate building would, we be- 
lieve, not merely load to a greatly increased use 
of the Literary, but to a greatly increased measure 
of financial support by the citizens. 

One suggestion we should like to make to the 
authorities of the Mechanics' Institute, of a condition 
which it might be well to incorporate in the agree- 
ment with the Fraser. The privilege of taking 
books fro.ra the Fraser Institute is at preset^ con- 
ditional strictly iiNpn a previous deposit of three 
dollars cash. This requirement acts as a deterrent 
to a large number of young readers, and we would 
suggest that the Mechanics* Institute should retain 
the right, to grant .exemption from the deposit reg 

uiaion, through the endorsement of its committee 
or of individual members thereof, to a certain num- 
ber of deserving readers. 
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The purposed amalgamation ©! fchfc 
Mechanics' tastltute, the Natural Hll 
tory Society and th« Pr&ser institute 
in the interest of the public suggests 
an institutional history which had Ita 
beginning before the close of the LSUi 
century. The Natural History Society 
is the oldest of the three organisations, 
According to llochelaga l>epicta, M « 
few gentlemen, eaauaUy inet together, 
proposed the establishment of thls- 
BOClety" in May, 1827. The ftrsl an- 
nual report or the committee of man- 
segment, published on the 86th of 
Ma>, i S2S. states that the promoters 
were not aware of the difficulties that 
they would hav* to encounter. in 
Montreal as in ail communities, those 
who devoted themselves to scientific 
pursuits were few. On several occa- 

■tons, attempts had been made to form 
societies for literary purposes, but 
they had been short-lived. The foun- 
ders of the new society saw the neces- 
sity, therefore, of ;i bond of union inde- 
pendent of the characters of the first 
members and which Would be <\ visi- 
ble sign of the existence and utility 
of the Institution sad around which 
the members might at all times rally. 
They proposed accordingly to found a 
museum -a kind of institution which 
experience had proved i" have great 
power in calling attention to scientific 
pursuits and the want of which was 
forcibly felt by several of the mem- 
bers. Rut the mere collection of the 
productions of nature would leave the 
design of the society imperfect with- 
out the facilities for instruction that 
books afforded. In addition. there- 
fore, to a museum, it was resolved to 
secure a library of books, on science. 
These in the main were the principles 
on which the Natural History Society 
waa founded. 'The design met with 
general approbation among those most 
able to support it." Many persons 
enrolled their names \and the society 
Speedily assumed a form likely to 
render it both permanent and efficient 
In 1832 an act of incorporation was 
obtained. Aid in the shape of grants 
from the Legislature also strengthened 
the young aspirant. "The Museum and 
library* by successive purchases and 
donations from scientific friends in 
various parts of the world have be- 
come very valuable depositories.' 
Botany, zoology, conchology, ornitho- 
logy, entomology, herpetoiogy and 
other branches of science wen- repre- 
sented in both. The house occupied 
by the eoclety (Little St. James St.) 
Was well adapted for its purposes. 
Hochelaga Depicta was published in 
1889 and its retrospect of the society 
covers a dozen years. Next May, the 
members of the Natural History So- 
cietv will be able to survey a period 
of ' eighty-five years of useful 
and honorable life. In 1858 the 
museum was emoved from Little Saint 
James street, to its new home on 
Cathcart street, where it flourished 
until Its demenagernent to Drummond 
street.

In 1845 the Institute 
was incorporated. Eor a numner of 
years it occupied rooms, in a 'building 
on (Great) .St. James street, not far 
ifrom the w«W known 'edifice that 'bears 
its respected name, in l sr»2 the land 
was purchased, and on the 11th of 
May, 1SH the foundation was 'laid. 
The buildling was opened in May, 
185'5. It 1862 an addition was made 
on the St. Peter street side and cer- 
tain alterations were .made. The 'hall 
had a capacity for seating about 800 
persons. The library of the Institute 
and its reading room have been ad- 
van'tag'oous'ly utilized by thousands of 
uVl out readers, and among those who 
(have risen to distinction in our city 
many have availed themselves of the 
{privileges of the Institute's classes. 
Nevertheless, it has always been a 
sourtoe of regret, among some of our 
pu'bi'k'-spirited citizens that so many 
remained indifferent to advantages 
the use of wmich woulc? have added not 
a little both to the pleasures and the 
profits of their lives. Prom its cen- 
tral situation, the hall of tihe Mechan- 
ics' Institute was long employed very 
frequently for lectures, concerts, ex- 
hibitions, etc. There the C ax ton Cele- 
bration — in which the Hon. P. J. 
O. Chauveau, the Hon. Thomas White. 
Sir William (Dawson and others took 
ipart — was held in 1877. There 'the 
Forestry Congress waa opened in 1882 
iby Lieut. -Governor Robitai'lle. and 
taken part in by Professor Hough, 
Mr. Wm. Little, Dr. St err y Hunt. 
Professor Penhallow and other men 
of science and business. And the re- 
cord might the Increased indefinitely. 



Montreal Lrbrary. It does not appear 
eert.jiin where Its original habitat was, 
but in 1821, when the Wesleyan con- 
ri/Uon mt the premises in Srt. Hul- 
pice Street; the library was placed in 
the upper paffit of the building, and 
there it remained until May, 1837, 
when U -was removed to the Natural 
History Society's building on Little St. 
.lames street. In 1844 the books— 
numfbering 2,980-— were acquired by 
the Mercantile Library Association. 
Some of our readers can doubtless re- 
member the Association when its home 
was nil St. James street, opposite the 
Ottawa Hotefl, where Mr. T. D. Reid, 
I>r. Heid's father, was librarian. 
Afterwards (May, 1866), it moved to 
the new premises on Bonaventure 
(now St. James) street, not far from 
Victoria square, where it was well 
housed and had room for other de- 
serving institutions sudh as the ATt 
Association. Some of our readers may 
n r;ill the old exhibitions at which, 
Way, Voght, Jacob i, Raphael and 
other veterans (mostly gone to their 
reward though some are stiK extant) 
used to figure.

Another institution that has a place 
in the triple history is the Institut 
Canadien. Not many wilt be able to 
remember the old building in Notre 
Dame street, east of, and apposite to, 
the Chateau de Ramezay. We went 
there once to see the Prince Napoleon 
hooks. The Institut was founded in 
; 1844 and ten years later the building 
was ready for occupation. It is as 
having contributed to the treasures of 
the new Triple Alliance that the In- 
stitut has any share in this random 
record. As the heir of the M. L. A. 
and the I. C, the Fraser Institute in- 
herits some curious traditions to 
combine with its own romance or tra- 
gedy. The ever rising generation

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Dr. Milton Hersey advocates selling: 
the Natural History Society's present 
property on Mountain street, which I* 
worth about a quarter of a million dol- 
lars. A new building of an imposing 
'style of architecture would then be 
erected on a site which would allow 
some ground around the museum. 

In connection with the museum Dr. 
Hersey has formulated a plan which 
if not absolutely original has never 
been employed before on such a lapgre" 
scale. This Is to utilize the basement 
ot the museum as an aquarium, having 
a number of tanks wirh plate glass 
sides through which visitors could see 
the various specimens. After the mu- 
seum and aquarium are constructed 
it is the intention of the society, said 
Dr. Hersey, to provide Montreal with 
a zoological and botanical garden. 
Small collections of animals have 
boon •<- hipited in Montreal before 
now, but Dr. Hersoy's plans are 
ambitious, and aim at providing an 
extensive collection thai would be of 
some practical use to students and the 
public. 

The Natural History Society la com- 
posed Of a number of prominent and 
wealthy Momrealers. and Dr. Hersey 
considers that assistance would be 
givon by tho government. 

Dr. Hersey recently received a letter 
Irom Mr. Walter N'enner. inviting him 
to be protM-nt ;it a meeting at tho Club 
St. Denis, when a committor was form- 
ed to arrange for the erection of n 
National Natural History Museum Mr.

At the annual meeting: of tha 
Natural History Society held last 
nisrht the oomniittee which had been 
appointed to confer with the Mechan- 
ics' and the Fraser Institute reported 
that negotiations with the latter had 
failed, and must he relinquished. 
They were however empowered to 
continue the conference with the 
Mechanics* Institute, and 1t is consi- 
dered probable, that this will be 
brought to a successful conclusion. 
The annual report showed that an of- 
fer of $175,000 had been received for 
the property of the N. H. S. on Moun- 
tain street.

THE PROPOSED FREE LIBRARY 

SYSTEM FOR MONTREAL 



An Outline of the Tentative Scheme Which has heen Drawn 
Up for Covering all Parts of the City 



The scheme broadly outlined in yes- 
terday's 'Witness,' by which some 
citizens hope to bring about the estab- 
lishment of a free library system for 
Montreal, has created great interest, 
judging by numerous inquiries on the 
subject. 

The question naturally arises as to 
where the funds would come from to 
supply and maintain these libraries, 
and what authority would be respon- 
sible for their administration? 

In the first place, supposing the ex- 
isting institutions came together— 
namely, the Fraser Institute the Me- 
chanics Institute, the Natural History 
Society, and the Redpath Library at 
McGill— their accumulated wealth in 
ca^h, books and endowments would 
give a very respectable nucleus for 
the system. 

Mr. Andrew Carnegie once made an 
offer of money to build libraries here 
provided the city would undertake 
their maintenance Perhaps his offer 
might be found still to hold good; in 
any case, if representations were made 
in the right quarter there are those 
who hold thajt there should be no dif- 
ficulty in getting all the money re- 
quired for building branches in vari- 
ous parts of the city. 

LITTLE HELP WANTED 
FROM CIVIC TREASURY. 

In that case, it is estimated that a 
grant from the city of $15,000 a year 
would be all that it would be neces- 
sary to set aside from the rates for 
free library purposes. Compared with 
the tremendous need to which this 
free library system would cater, this 
amount is small indeed. 

The plan adopted with success in 
other cities would be followed here, 
according to the tentative scheme al- 
ready drawn up. This would be gra- 
dually to build all the branches neces- 
sary before erecting the central free 
library. Both New York and Brooklyn 
have followed this plan. Brooklyn has 
now 33 branches, and the central 
building has not yet been provided. In 
New York, where a fine branch sys- 
tem has been in operation for years, 
the central building has only just been 
completed. 

As far as Montreal goes, supposing 
the institutions already mentioned 
were to amalgamate, no ji»er site 
could be obtained for the central build- 
ing than that now occupied by the 
Fraser Institute. Indeed, this build- 
ing could for years be used as the 
central building, and as the head- 
quarters of the administration. 

THE PROBLEM OF 

THE MECHANICS INSTITUTE. 

Now that the Mechanics Institute 
building has been sold, that organiza- 
tion is faced with the need of getting 
new quarters and some of its mem- 
bers have suggested that it should 
move tnto a district where It would be 
in closer touch with workingmen, and 
therefore in a better position to carry 
out the work among artisans and me* 
chanlcs for which It was originally 
founded. 

Under a general scheme a particular 
district could be assigned to the Me- 
chanics Institute, which, as a branch 
of the Freo Library system, would 
enter on a gfeatly enlarged sphere of 
usefulness. It could, moreover, en- 
sure that the hencflts which It*, found- 
ers had in sight, be extended to every 
part of the city through the medium of

one that presents a serious problem. It 
would neVerMo to administer the sys- 
tem by a committee at the City Hall, 
and thus make it the football of ward 
politics. 

WHO MIGHT TAKE 
THE INITIATIVE. 

What Is necessary first to do is for 
some of the citizens now working so 
earnestly for the public welfare to get 
together and appoint a committee of 
influential and representative men to 
take up this matter. The men on tfcp 
executive committee of the King Ed- 
ward Memorial Fund, of which Sir 
Thomas Shaughnessy is president, are 
the stamp of men required. The City 
Improvement League, acting in con- 
junction, perhaps, with the Local 
Council of Women, might well take 
the initial steps in interesting such 
men in the project. 

Then the governing bodies of the 
Fraser Institute, the Mechanics' In- 
stitute, and the Natural History So- 
ciety, with representatives of the Red- 
path Library at McGill. might be in- 
vited to a conference with the general 
committee, and, if a scheme of amal- 
gamation could be agreed upon, a 
council formed to administer the free 
library system. On this council there 
might be representatives of the insti- 
tutions named and a representative of 
the City Council. Vacancies, as they 
occurred, would be filled by the coun- 
cil itself, except as regards represen- 
tatives. 

Then a^ ggperal librarian, well train- 
ed and experienced, in the mod ern 



methods of library work, would haye 
to _be_ ap pointea, to oversee the whole 
system, and a* general headquarters 
staff selected. The free library sys- 
tem would then be on its feet, and 
within a short time Montreal would 
be enjoying the inestimable benefits of 
public libraries, comparable to those 
of all the great cities of the English- 
speaking world.

NO LONGER A CENTRAL 
■ MAUSOLEUM FOR BOOKS 



How Montreal's System Must be Organized if it is to Reach 
the Modern Standard 



'I am glad the "Witness" is opposing 
the scheme put forward by a certain 
section at the City Hall for the erec- 
tion of a costly reference library on 
Lafontaine Park,* writes a correspon- 
dent. 'Such a scheme, for which all 
would be taxed, would benefit but an 
infinitesimal portipn of the citizens. 
Could not you describe how library 
systems are administered in some of 
the cities where they benefit all the 
publicT 

Responding to this suggestion, it will 
be necessary first to deal with the 
question of organization. If the move- 
ment already interesting so many peo- 
ple is successful, namely, that for the 
amalgamation of some of the more 
important library institutions now in 
existence in the city—notably the Me- 
chanics' Institute, the Fraser Institute, 
and the Natural History Society- 
Montreal would already have a mag- 
nificent neucleus for a public library 
system, and there is little doubt that 
all the help necessary for building 
branches could be got, outside the City 
Council. Some of the best systems on 
this continent have been established in 
this way, the City Councils recogniz- 
ing the work by making an annual 
grant towards It. 

The course then to be followed would 
be to form a governing body. This 
would be made up of representatives 
of the original institutions, who would 
add to their number by selecting say 
a couple of wealthy and prominent 
citizens, and perhaps a representative 
from Laval University and another 
from MoGill. This governing body 
would be self-perpetuating, and, need- 
less to saw it would thus be free from 
all such influences as would probably 
endanger a municipally-managed sys- 
tem, such as ward politics, graft and 
patronage. 

A head ofTice for administrative pur- 
poses would have to be ^cured--per- 
haps in the Fraser Institute if that 
hodv joined in-and the governing bod> 
would then proreed to the appoint- 
ment of a throughly responHible 
highly trained, and capable oh e .lib- 
rarian, to whom would be entrusted 
the selection of a staff.

The 'home' libraries are for use upon Th 
lines very similar to the Settlement 
work carried on in Montreal. 

All the branches and stations are 
connected with headquarters by tele- 
phone, and there is a delivery system 
once or twice a day between all of 
them by means of automobiles. Any j 
borrower can therefore go to his near- 
est station or branch for a book, and 
can not only get any book there, but 
can get anv book in circulation at any 
branch. All that he has to do is to 
leave a request for it. This is tele- 
phoned to headquarters, and within 
half a day or a day the book Is de- 
Hvered at his own branch awaiting 
him. If it is out at the time he is i 
notified as soon as it comes back. 

This is the system In general ac- j 
ceptance. For instance, here is an 
extract from the catalogue of the 1 
Brooklyn Public Library: 

•Books whose titles are followed by j 
•R' do not circulate. Any book in 
the circulation department of the lib- 
rary, in whatever branch, will be 
sent for upon request ry the branch 
of w.hich you are a borrower, and you 
will he notified of its receipt/ 

Thus it will be seen that the mo- 
dern free public library system has 
far outgrown the original Idea of a 
central, dignified and somewhat for- 
bidding mausoleum for books, In 
charge of % caretaker, it is a real, live 
organization, with books flowing 
through numerous arteries into all the 
ramifications of thee Ity- and with 
itbrarlane whose duty it is to be help 
ful and suggestive to readers, not mere 
custodians of buildings and books.

LOOK TO CITY FOR SITE. 
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Proposed Scheme Incorporates £ 
New City Public Library 
Home as Well as Other 
Features. 



Despite difficulties that have arisen 
in the past, members of the Natural 
History Society, the Fraser Institute, 
and the Mechanics Institute, have re- 
vived the scheme whereby these bodies 
were to be amalgamated and are now 
working- together for the merging ot 
the three societies in one great build- 
ing, in which it is also planned to 
place the new civic library. In this 
connection the Natural History So- 
ciety also proposes opening zoological 
and botanical gardens in Montreal. 

The combined funds of the three 
societies would total well over a mil- 
lion dollars, and it is thought that the 
city could be prevailed upon to don- 
ate the necessary site. The consent 
of the Mechanics Institute and the 
Natural History Society has already 
been obtained to this plan, and should 
the Fraser Institute also prove agree- 
able, Aid. Victor Morin will introduce 
such a proposal at a meeting of the 
City Council in the near future. 

Over a year ago the amalgamation 
of the three societies was suggested, 
and preliminary steps taken to bring 
about that end. The Natural History 
Society was anxious to merge its for- 
tunes, the Mechanics Institute was 
frilling, but at the last moment the 
governors of the Fraser Institute 
found a clause in the charter of That 
body which provided that it must re- 
tain control of its fortunes. For a 
time committers of the remaining two 
societies worked together, but the 
dropping out of one of the intended 
parties to the amalgamation had had 
a damaging Influence on the negotia- 
tions and failure was reported. 

A few months ago ih< scheme of 
merging the Natural History Society 
with the Mechanics Institute was par- 
tially revived, and committees of both 
bodies were appointed to meet and 
discus* the scheme. Their dellbena- 
however, had no result, and 
again there was failure. For some 
time members of both these bodies, 
who were anxious to wee an amal- 
gamation, worked Independently 
it is now sahl their efforts have born 
fruit.

THE LATE ALFRED BRUNET. 




Prominent citizen of Montreal, who 
died in Paris on Saturday. 



Through a cablegram received from 
Paris yesterday, the relatives of Mr, 
Alfred Brunei, 'a well-known Mont- 
real financier and business man, were 
apprised of his death in the French 
metropolis on Saturday, following his 
return from a trip to northern Africa. 

The cablegram was received by Dr. 
McTaggart, son-in-law, and, as Mr- 
Brunei had been in perfect health up 
to a 5=hort time ago, the news came 
as a distinct shock. No details are 
given. 

Mr. Brunei was one of the foremost 
French-Canadian business men in the 
province, was considered an authority 
pn commercial and financial matters 
in the country, and had been one of 
first director! of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific. For many years he was 
manager of the Banque Nationale. He 
warn a member of the Institute Cana- 
dien and one of the first members of 
the Mount Royal Club. 

At the time of his death he was 
on a trip with Mrs. Brunet throughout 
Europe and northern Africa, and no 
hint of ill health had reached rela- 
tives :r. Canada* He is survived by 
!a wife and by two daughters, Mrs. D. 
McTaggart. of this city, and Mrs. J. 
H. Stogie, of Vancouver. The body

The Fraser Institute, the future of 
Which has been the subject of a great 
deal of rumor, wtH in al! probability at 
some future date vacate the very ad- I 
vaniageous corner which it now oc- I 
cupies on Dorchester and University I 
streets. The committee has definitely | 
broken off negotiations with the Na- 
tural History Society and the Mechan- 
ics 1 Institute, their reply to the over- 
tures being- that they possessed a mag- 
nificent library which they were asked 
to place a: the disposal of the other 
two bodies, while these bodies would 
not contribute to any great degree in | 
enriching the funds of the institute. 
Hence the fraser Institute will go on 
in its own way, a.nd it whi probably be 
able to find funds :n the ground upon 
which it stands. 

There is. however, no definite pro- 
positlon before the committee to sell 
and to remove. In fact, a recent offer 
of nearly $200,000 which was made 
Was turned down. That meant a rate 
cf S2U per square foot. It is believed 
that with the laying of tracks on Dor- 
chester street, ail that neighborhood 
is likely to become commercialized, 
and that the corner of University street 
is likely to yet form a very busy centre. 
That atmosphere, it was pointed out 
by someone connected with the insti- 
tute, is not exactly favorable to a lit- 
erary institute in which there are pla- 
cards requesting silence. 

Nevertheless, aithough the present 
site may be vacated, it is not the de- 
sire of the committee to go far afield. 
They wish to remain essentially a city 
institute; but 'as was pointed out, it 
BUty he possible to find a location in 
some Quiet by-street which, while it is 
central, will ho more tranquil and less 
exposed to traffic and the disturbance 
arising therefrom. The curve in the 
tracks is found to cause both noise and 
clanger, and in regard to the latter 
phase, it is borne In mind that the mem- 
bership <jf the library includes many 
Jadiea and young people, bo that if 
the institute can get into a place con- 
tiguous to hut removed a blor-k or two 
from the cars ,the committee think 
that win be preferable.

The announcement made a few 
months ago by Mr. Archibald R. Stone, 
historian and writer, to the effect that 
copies of the correspondence between 
Queen Marie Antoinette of- France 
and Count Axel von Fersen, was in 
the private collection of an old gentle- 
man in Montreal, who intends to be- 
queath the precious documents to a 
public library, of this city, has been 
the subject of much discussion in the 
Scandinavian press lately and has 
aroused considerable interest on both 
sides Of the ocean among historical 
men, who are anxious to secure some- 
light on this incident in the private 
life of the unfortunate Austrian Prin- 
cess. 

Mr. P. B. De Crevecoeur, librarian of 
the Erasers institute, has received 
several letters from prominent men 
of Europe, asking him for information 
on the matter and he will endeavor to 
find who is the present owner of the 
rare document. Among those who nave 
applied to Mr. De Crevecoeur are the 
Consulate General of Sweden in Eng- 
land on behalf of Mr. O. G. von Heid- 
enstam, Chamberlain to the Swedish 
Court and a distinguished writer on 
various historical subjects, and Mr. 
Ernest Daudet, a well known leader 
of the French Royalists, 

The story of the relations between 
Fersen and the wife of Eouis the 
Sixteenth, has been the subject of 
much controversy among historians, 
some of thern contending that it. was 
a "liaison amoureuso" while others say 
that the feeling of friendship which 
they had for each other remained to 
the end of a purely platonlc attrac- 
tion. No de#HUe proof of what these 
relation* were has ever been obtained 
although a thorough investigation of 
the rnatt. r has been made during the 
last century by historical men and sup- 
porters of the French dynasty.

I could also make good use 
of the institute on bank holidays, on 
which days I. with several other citi- 
zens, would be only too pleased to 
have the opportunity of making use of 
the library. 

I would therefore respectfully a Uf r„ 
gest in the interests of myself and 
those I represent, that the institute 
should be kept open until 10 p.m. dur- 
ing the months of June and July, and 
also on bank holidays. 

1 trust the trustees will see their 
way to make arrangements to this ef- 
fect. As this is the only library that 
the city of Montreal possesses, I be- 
lieve that this suggestion if adopted 
will confer a real benefit on and be 
•greatly appreciated by the readers and 
6tudents of the Fraser Institute.

Means Allow the Need of 



Institutions Which Supply 
Mon treal 

While tine question of a public lib- 
rary site In Montreal Is thrust upon 
j uhe public attentdon by the action of 
the Private Bills Committee of the 
Legislature in Quebec, it is Interest- 
ing to inquire into tihe capacities and 
5 work of the libraries we already have, 
I a.nd to know more of them than is 
revealed *>y the ordinary vis'it. 

A representative of THE) L»AIL.\ 
' TELEGRAPH Who visited the Fraser 
Institute tihe orther day foun da good 
number of readers back at tone long 
tables of the reading r oom af f .er the 
Christmas holidays, poring over the 
morning papers and tho magazines. 
One does not expect to find loafers 
and tramps in our city libraries, but 
there are men of almost all other 
; classes represented — men wtio look as 
though they knew what bard living 
\ meant, aind men who are evidently 
: students and thinkers. From 300 to i00 
! people usually come to tihe Fraser In- 
: Statute every day. There ara about 
: 80 people wiho are regular novel read- 
ers, privileged to take out two works 
of fiction at a time after paying a 
deposit of $3.00, and others who prefer 
works of a more general kind. On 
Saturdays tihere are always large num- 
bers present to read or draw out 
books, 250 beting- present on a recent 
Saturday afiternoon. 

When one remembers that about 
3,000 volumes are added a year to the 
shelves of the Fraser Institute, and 
there are at present 66,000 volumes in 
the library, one must realize tnat the 
work of the six members of the staff 
la ait times almost more than they j 
can accomplish. Books to be chosen, . 
catalogued, indexed, circulated and , 
then rebound or invalided home to 
•their shelves! For many of them see 
hard usage. They are sen* over to 
Paris to be rebound, wmich is found 
to be a less expensive metihod than 
having them re-bound dn Montreal. 
New books that cost j>erhaps $1.25 or 
$1.50 here may be bought in England 
or France for about 33 cents a copy. 

Between September 1 and the clos- 
ing days of December, the Fraser In- 
stitute lias issued 11.054 works of fic- 
tion, and 4,066 other books -books on 
the drama, travel, biographies and 
(memoirs, chiefly. There is a great 
deal of reading of modern French and 
KngHsb drama nowadays in Mont- 
real. Mr. de Crevecoeur. the chief 
librarian at the Fraser Ins-tit ute, and J 
bis helpers ascribe this fact largely 
to the interest awakened by the new 
Drama league. There has always been 
a good deal of reading of the French 
drama, partly by Fnglisn People who 
read rather than speak French, but 
tihe interest in Irish, English and 
French modern drama is a new ten- 
dency. There is also a growing in- 
terest In the subject of art decoration, 
and the Eraser Institute has some 
beautiful volumes containing valuable 
book plates on this subject. One "treas- 
ure" has illuminated plates of all the 
alphabets in the world. 

Books on sociological and other kin- 
dred subjects arc also widely road by 
students and Social workers In Mont- 
real to-day. An Interesting feature 
of the reading room at the Fraser 
is lb© long lino of ^cyclopaedias and 
dictionaries running around the room, 
ready for us** at any moment. Two 
of the newer ones are the Jewish and 
the German* encyclopaedias. There la 
no room in the present building for a 
child lien's department or a m italic room, 
out both these department* arc only 
waiting for more available space to be 
'.greatly Improved. At present child- 
ren over ten are admitted to the in- 
stitute. Even a hurried walk through 
the book- lined enclosures of tihe ln»t- 
tuttj brln» rn one the proud Men no of the 
hto^en~lrea<»ure unknown to many in 
Montreal. Many valuu/ble old editions 
have be*n bought by Mr. de Creve- 
coeur wn hi» vtslts to London and 
rWftot* fttiher* are priceless gifts from 
cJMssens, Maigllsh and French, and 
others still <liave been purchased with 
tihe legacies of puibllu -spirited friends 
of tlie library. Many Ann books came 
as the gift of the Instltut Canadian 
Napoleon. There Is volume 
presented by a nephft.v of Na- 
poleon l> There are flvo or six 
rare old legal volumes that once be* 
tenured to the dautfvter* of Louis XV„ 
and tihait. oame to tne library with 
Torrance legacy. 'Mere is the 
second edition, the owly U» volume 
dU.ion, of the Encyclopaedia Britan- 
cu, a»nd ti)#fe are tin very earliest

volumes of "Punon. »ouno. iwj 
of the Montreal "Gazette" date back 
to 1795, On« can touch the yellow 
leaves of the Paris newspapers pufo- 
Mshed during tne worst days of the 
French Revolution, and read there tne 
names of those condemned to sudden 
and horrible deaitlhs. 

THE WESTMOUNT LIBRARY. 

A visit to tihe Westmount library 
confirms the opinion tha»t Westmount 
as well as Montreal readers are turn- 
ing more and more to the good non- 
iictiou The modern drama is the most 
popular of these books, there being a 
mat demand for the works of Shaw, 
Bennett, Synge and Yeats. Vv nen the 
present librarian came to the West- 
mount library in 1901, two years after 
dts starting, she found that the notion 
read was 85 per cent, of the whole 
number of books. The percentage has 
now become 60, and were it not for 
the Saturday notion -loving crowds, 
could be reduced to 50 per cent. The 
present plan is to give out one work 
of fiction with one of non- Action. The 
total number of books taken out 
during November was 6.822, of which 3,- 
515 were novels and 3.807 other books. 
Miss Saxe, who took her training as a 
librarian in Northampton, Mass., made 
an interesting comment on her read- 
ers. "In the United States," sjie said, 
* "it is the women who are the readers 
of better literature; in Canada, the 
men." Miss Saxe attributed this fact 

'angely to the presence in Canadian 
cities of many unmarried English- 
men, also to the fact of the proverbial 
Ured business man of the American 
family being too occupied with "Qius- 
tling" to read anything but the light- 
est literature. 

Next to the popularity of the mod- 
s' ern drama, books of travel are much 
sought after at the Westmount lib- 
nary. It is interesting to note that, 
possibly owing to the recent events at 
Panama, books on Central and South 
America are enjoying great favor at 
present. There is also great Interest 
in the Philippines. Historical books 
are popular, too. A set that has en- 
joyed great popularity is Imbert de 
Saint- Amand's *' Famous Women of 
the French Court." 

STORY-TELLING FOR CHILDREN. 

The children's room at the library 
is a particularly bright and attractive 
spot. This addition to the main build- 
ing was made in 1911, and has been 
greatly used ever since. Every Satur- 
day morning tnere is held a story- 
telling Class, different ages meeting on 
different days. The object of the 
story -telling is. of course, to cultivate 
the love of good books in the child 
readers. The librarian » added laugh- 
ingly that the moving pictures had 
also done this, sending numbers of 
children to the library to read Dumas, 

Hugo and Dickens, 

Another very papular feature is tne 
music department, whieih, like that at 
the Fraser institute, needs enlarging. 
Instrumental and vocal music book* 
are drawn out a great deal. 

The Westmount library prides Itself 
on being "tihe only municipal five lib- 
rary in Quebec. There is great de- 
mand from people living in Notre 
Dame de Grace and Montreal W>at 
for library privileges, but these can 
be given only to Westmiount taxpay- 
ers. S>mall brum eh libraries would bo 
welcomed In both these places, At 
present the Wesitimount lAbrary is as 
busy as it can be. Ma reference books 
are sought by people III all pans of 
the city, and during tihe evening hours 
Its tablets are thronged by young men. 
Its Situation In the t*irU makes tt 
even more popular during the summer 
even 1 nigs than if is now, and that Is 
saying a great deal. 



THE UNIVERS Y LIBRARY. 



The MeGUl University Wlbnury, al- 
though fool Ln any sense a free vn>«U- 
tutten, includes among Its rc«4eH| 
many dinVjvm classes of people, be- 
sides the several thousand students 
ami professors to whom U Is Its ftW* 
abject bo minister. It is open to all 
tne city clergymen a.mi priest*, 
leathers ami to others, al the fliM- 
civtion of the librarian, Mr. Gould, 
ami his assistants. Its Q&jeotds to beip 
the public if it ran do so without detri- 
ment, to the n^oils of the university. 
It is a splendid reference library, and 
furnishes hooks on the new question* 
thai arise from time to time, as it 
fools i ho public pulso quicken witn 
new interest. "< >ur aim," said Mr. 
Gould, when interviewed, "is to pro- 
vide tihe unusual book for tine un- 
usual reader." 

There are 145.000 volumes in the 
library proper, and 30,000 more in the 
theological libraries to wnlcn there is 
also access for university readers. 
Through the Book Club, about 250 more 
members are added to tne usual cli- 
entele. Men and women readers are 
probably equally divided. A great 
many of the more ambitious of the 
Otty'8 teachers arc constant readers 
of 'the best books the library can sup- 
Ply. 

The depart mental libraries in tne 
different college buildings are man- 
aged from the central library. The 
books supplied to all the buildings are 
bought by special agents in Leipzig, 
London, Paris and New York. The 
UShrary includes mamy rare volumes, 
j first editions a.nd books that are to- 
day out of print. 

A LIBRARY DOWNTOWN. 

The Mecnanics* Institute has had a 
varied and interesting: career . The 
present society was incorporated at 
tne Mechanics' institute in 1840, with 
Mr. John Redpath as its first pre- 
sident, but a still earlier organiza- 
tion dates back to 1827. It has 19,000 
volumes, a great many of wTiich are 
works of tic lion, bu t a specially in- 
teresting feature is its fine collection 
of bound volumes of old magazines 
and weekly papers. Its copies of the 
'•Illustrated London News" dates back 
to the Crimean War. The "Graphics" 
of 1870 are here, as well as very old 
copies of the "Nineteenth Century," 
Che "Fortnightly Review," the "Edin- 
burgh Review," the "Corrihill Maga- 
zine, "Harper's" and many others. It 
ha.s also many line biographies and 
memoirs. 

Af ter moving a number of times, the 
society settled down in the present 
building, 204 St. James street, in 1855. 
The boom in down -town real estate 
nas been the salvation of the insti- 
tute, since the property, bought in 
1854 for about $U,000, sold this year 
with the building attached for $400,000. 
The life members and subscribers, 
who an. present number less than 500, 
have never paid the running ex- 
penses of the library. 

In the old days the Mechanics' In- 
stitute had an active social life. One 
reads of various entertainments in it* 
minu'tes. In 1 Ho?> Kobert Stephenson, 
the famous engineer, was a guest of 
the aooiety during his visit to Mont- 
real, in 1847 John E. Mills, one of 
Montreal's former mayors (may his 
tribe increase!) gave over bis year's 
salary as mayor, i:ir>0, to the Insti- 
tute. This is said to be the only 
voluntary gift, of money the Mech- 
anics' Institute has ever received. 

THE CIVIC LIBRARY.

Mr. Joseph Rielle Was Well- 
known Engineer— Former 
Railway Officer 

The death of Mr. Joseph Rielle, at 
his residence, 90 Union avenue, at the 
age of eighty-one. was announced yes- 
terday. He was well known in local 
engineering circles and was also 
President of the Fraser Institute. He 
was a life governor of the Protestant 
House of industry and Refuge and of 
the Montreal General Hospital. 

The late Mr. Rielle was born in La- 
prairie in 1833. and received his train- 
ing as a civil engineer and surveyor 
with faemm Oste) and Perrault. When 
21 years of age he became assistant to 
I Mr. John Page, assistant engineer of 
I public works, and later became assist- 
ant engineer to the Montreal Harbor 
I < 'ummissioners, eventually entering 
upon a general practice. He did much 
work for the Canadian railways. In

He was for 
34 years a councillor of Verdun and 
formerly vice-president of the Pomiac 
! Pacific Junction Railway. He was also 
j a member of the St. James Club.

Of 
i- classic design the library was evid- 
lo ently constructed to be a work of 
nt art and for art. And not alone the 
3d design, but the material and furnish 
id ings are all in keeping. Good taste 
i- combined with an expenditure of 
ly money that conceals and yet attains 
at the object desired is an apt descrip- 
le tion of the fine architectural lines of 
e- the exterior, and the no less pleas- 
ie ing view of the interior. The mar- 
ble staircase, the spacious lecture 
hall, and the finely equipped reading 
room vie with each other in their 
appeals to the booklover. 

Although no figures were mention 
ed officially it was learned the build 
ing alone had cost $350,000. M. Ae 
gidius Fauteux, the librarian, stated 
that 80,000 books were on the shelves 
It is understood there is aceomraoda 
tion for" 200,000 volumes. 

Archbishop Bruchesi and Abbe Le 
Cocq both referred to the precaution 
that would be observed in the circu- 
lation of certain books, the sense of 
the remarks on the point were that 
tools would be given those able to 
use them.

THERE is not an institution in 
the city that in its own field 
docs better work than that 
performed by the Fraser Institute, 
housed in the building at the corner 
of Dorchester and University street— 
the home of the High School when the 
High School was attended by boys now 
grey -haired men. There the Fraser 
Institute maintains a free reading 
room, supplied with the leading news- 
papers of the day and the best of 
the current magazines; also a gen- 
eral lending and reference library, 
now containing 76,878 volumes, the 
greater number of which are well 
chosen, more particularly in the de- 
partment of travel, biography, history 
and general literature, and the French 
section has been largely increased 
both in number and value. 

During the past year the Library 
has been increased by the purchase 
of 1,337 volumes, of which 764 are 
English, and 583 French,* and 1,546 
donations. Many of these gifts have 
been of interest, and the grateful 
thanks of the Governors have been 
tendered to the donors. % 

The work of the institute Is ham- 
pered by inadequate housing and lack 



of room. "All tbe shelve space 
available," states the president, 
Eugene Lafleur, TC C, In the annual 
report, recently issued, "is now oc- 
cupied; a new and larger fireproof 
building is an urgent necessity, and 
the Governors must shortly take ac- 
tion thereon for the protection of our 
valuable collection of books, and to 
enable uo to give the public adequate 
servico and tbo full benefit of tho 
advantages of the Library." 

It Is to be hoped that when the 
war is at an end and Industrial con- 
ditions aro again normal, that the 
Institute will be a.bleto put up a new 
building worthy of the valuable col- 
lection of books It owns and of the 
great servico It renders the people of 
Montreal— people of all stations in 
life to whose entertainment and In- 
tellectual improvement the Fraser 
Institute so materially contributes. 

The President of the Institute pays 
a deserved tribute to the library's 
staff, every word of which will be 
heartily endorsed by the public who 
avail themselves of the Institute's 
advantages and hospitality. 

"Our staff," writes Mr. Lafleur in 
the annual report, has given unfail- 
ing and faithful service, and what 
progress we have made has been 
largely due to the individual effortsu 
of each of its members. 

The work of cataloguing has gone 
forward steadily; an improved system 
having lately been adopted which is 
of great practical benefit and more 
in accordance with the requirements 
of the public." 

The financial condition of the 
Institute, says the report, Is satisfac- 
tory. The assets of the Institute 
amount to $416,038, the revenue last 
year amounted to $15,162, and after 
all disbursements had been made, 
there remained a surplus of $3,408. 

The attendance at the reference 
and circulating rooms last year num- 
bered 71,847, and at the newspaper 
and periodical room 68,753.

Although, in common with prac- 
tically all local libraries since the 
*Tar began, there was a slight de- 
cree se in the daily attendance at the 
Fraser Institute within the past year, 
substantial progress was noted in 
other directions., according to the an- 
nual report, just issued by Mr. P. B. 
de Crevecoeur, librarian. 

During the year, 3,002 volumes 
were added to the library, 1.526 being 
partly purchased with the revenue of 
the J. H. R. Molson bequest, and 
1,476 being donated, bringing 
total number of books now oi 
shelves to 82,590. 

The reference room? have been 
much frequented during the year, 
especially the newspapers and mag- 
azine reading room, which has be- 
come so popular that the committee 
decided to increase the number of 
reviews and magazines. 

Most of the collections have been 
enlarged — biography, travel, drama, 
poetry and particularly the scientific 
and technical sections, which have 
been carefully selected by the execu- 
tive committee, the members being 
constantly alive to the necessity of 
enriching the shelves by books on 
scientific and technical education. 

The library has continued to carry 
on the work in connection with the 
circulation of placards, pamphlets 
and leaflets, etc, relating to the war, 
and it has sent many magazines 
regularly to the homes and libraries 
lor the use of the soldiers. 

The report calls attention to the 
fact that the collection has far out- 
gTOwn the last available space. The 
building is entirely inadequate for 
library purposes; it is not large 
enough, and there is no room for ex- 
pansion, nor it is adapted for proper 
administration. It is very apparent 
that the cramped and crowded con- 
ditions, and inadequacy of both 
equipment and service occasioned 
-% make it necessary for action 
to be taken soon. The daily average 
attendance was 472, the slight de- 
crease being chiefly due to the war, 
which has affected the work of all 
libraries.

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An Old Landmark 



The old Fraser Institute sttll dif- j 
fuses light and learning at the corner j 
where the first high school served its | 
day and generation. There was at 
one time some hope that this institu- 
tion would join Mechanics' Institute, j 
under a single name and with pooled . 
resources to give more impressive 
and important service. Each, how- 
ever, decided after discussion, to 
plough its lonely furrow. 

The old Fraser is virtually the only 
library in the West End of the city. 
The Mechanics' Institute is. or will 
be, on the west side of Atwater 
avenue, and will thus be within the 
boundaries of Westmount There is 
a so-called civic library in the city, 
but, situated at the extreme north- 
east, and comprising book classifica- 
tions which could not appeal to the 
general public, it does not serve the 
comprehensive purposes which alone 
could justify the name of public li- 
brary. 

With nearly 1.000,000 people. Mont- 
real might offer, it could be thought, 
this vital means of grace in the com- 
munity. Failing the larger idea. 
"FraserV renders admirable service 
to the diminished numbers who find 
a solace in self-culture. 

There was a great deal more read- 
ing done half a century ago than 
there is today In Montreal. Then 
the interests were few; life was 
slow; tenseness had not been born, 
nor had the neurologist put out his 
shingle. There was time, and there 
was inclination, for there were few 
material distractions. Not long ago 
a member of a library board, not far 
from Montreal, said: "No use in 
spending good money on *high brow* 
stuff in the library. Let the sciences 
alone; do not bother with philosophy 
or poetry; but stock the shelves with 
hectic and hurried novels, and you 
will meet the general taste." 

And this reflects the general ex- 
perience. At all the semi-public li- 
braries in the city enquiry will elicit 
the fact that the bulk of the reading 
sought for is fiction. There is fic- 
tion into which has been injected the 
finest product of genius; and there 
is Marie Corelli and the latest "best 
seller." And it is not Thackeray or 
Scott who is asked for; but R. W. 
Chambers. The dollar is pursued 
with tragic tenseness; there is no 
time; and the movies have vitiated 
the taste for quiet reading. 

At the same time there is, of 
course, a saving remnant who love 
good books, and such may be seen 
In the library.

Note this— the young girl who asks 
for a thoughtful book does not wear 
the long hobble skirt or paint her 
cheeks. That is perhaps a little 
curious, for the last thing a woman 
is indifferent to is the prevailing 
fashion; but this is the fact— the 
reading woman does not care about 
skirts or—- though it is an awful thing 
to say — corsets. Georges Sand 
smoked her clay pipe in the face Of 
her admirers; but then, she was a 
transcendent genius. Genius may 
break the Ten Commandments, and 
it will not matter; and "Ouida" said 
that a dozen women might be glad to 
have their hearts broken by a Shel- 
ley. 

Mrs. Jelleby, interested in the 
Patagonians. wore her hair in curl 
papers; and Madame de Stael often 
needed a bath. 

That is wandering far afield. The 
point is this— women young or old 
who desire the company of the great 
ones, are above the frippery of dress; 
and such are nicknamed "Prunes" 
by little skittish creatures, who in 
the tight skirts and the vanity bag 
and the fearfully white nose, have 
o*. - notion in their foolish little 
heads, which is to have what they 
call a good time. 

There are a good many men and 
some women in the reading room. 
One recognizes old habitues of the 
Mechanics' Institute. The caretaker 
puts an impressive finger to an aus 
tere lip. No creature utters a 
"cheep." A sarcophagus would be a 
lively place compared with the read- 
ing room. The silence is oppressive 
—at 'first; and high strung creatures, 
accustomed to the noise of St. James 
street and the maniacal cries of the 
Stock Exchange would feel like 
shrieking out, and thus disturbing 
the serenity of the caretaker. 

This is the notable thing — not one 
of the habitues of the place Is chas- 
ing the dollar. The writer heard a 
clergyman say that during the five 
years he had been stationed in the 
Northwest he never heard a con- 
versation with men which had any- 
thing else for its motif than the dol- 
lar bill. The dollar 1b of tragic 
urgency in the east as well; but there 
are some persons who— if you could 
believe it — are indifferent to it. 

Possibly they were never consti- 
tuted to earn a dollar. They may 
have essayed the job and failed. Or, 
beginning to read in early life, the 
dollar has come to seem trivial and 
impertinent in the company of 
Greatness. A man who gives him- 
self to Matthew Arnold is supremely 
indifferent to the state of the mar- 
ket. Let one be saturated with 
Browning and "Breweries" will not 
matter. 

There is an inner solace, to the read- 
ers which the world knows naught 
of; but one must observe at the same 
time that In a cold climate the price 
of coal Is an urgent consideration. 

A citUen, making money rapidly, re- 
marked to the writer the other day 
that, having still some taste for read- 
ing, he had to purposely avoid libra- 
ries and reading rooms. He knew 
Infallibly that he would beoome dis- 
gusted with his business and fail as 
a salesman; but the silent figures, 
the calm content, the aspect of in- 
difference to the roaring world out* 
Bide pursuing the dollar as the chief 
good — there is something suggestive 
and pathetic In that.

Brought Nearly $10,- 
000 

A bid of thro© hundred dollars for a 
* book last nig-ht at the Papineau 
literary auction sale, bought a first 
edition of Champiain's Voyages, pub- 
lished in Paris in 16S2 and dedicated 
to Cardinal Richelieu. This and Es- 
carbot's Histoire da la Nouvelie 
Prance, published in Paris 3n 1642, 
were purchased by J. G. Turner of the 
Royal Trust Company, The Escarbot 
brought $230. In 191S and 1917, 
copies of this edition of Champiain's 
voyages broug-ht $525 and $550. 

A 1685 edition of the Jesufets' Rela- 
tions was secured by Mr. Duchanne 
for $165* It lacked the title page. 
Father Hennepin's Discoveries, 2 
-wels,. published In London in 16D8, 
brought $96, and Baron Lahontain's 
Voyages en Amerique, 1703, brought 
S40. The whole library brought 
about $10,000, and was sold at an 
average rate of two lots a minute. 
There were nearly two thousand lots. 

Generally libraries of this class are 
seat to New York for sale ; but it is 
considered that better prices were 
realized here owing to the local inter- 
est in the Papineau family. 

The Prase r Institute purchased a 
large number of books of travel, his- 
tory, memoirs and the classics. St. 
Sulplce library was a large purchaser. 
A great many old United States books 
went back with American buyers, and 
the complete set of journals, of the 
.Lower Canada Assembly, frbm 1782 
»o 1838 was purchased by alToronto

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Library Vandals

I UEYRE my books Just as 
much as yours; books be- 
long to the people, that's 
Vnat they were written for and the 
|oen who wrote 'cm would be the first 
fo say they wanted me or anybody 
ftrno could get any benefit from their 
books to have them." 

With such sophistry a young me- 
tiianic met the charge that he had 
been stealing books from the New 
Tork Public Library for more than 
three years. By means of a series 
Of cards issued to fictitious names be 
bad acquired a working library of 
bis own, and when a policeman fol- 
lowed him to his home and caught 
him "with the goods," he seemed but 
little dismayed 

*Tm a mechanic," said he, "and I 
mean to be an inventor. 1 needed the 
help these hooks could give and I did 
Cot have money to buy them. 
Knowledge belongs to everybody and 
nobody can steal it" 

The specific complaint under which 
be was arraigned in court was the 
theft of one book, Eergson's "Crea- 
tive Evolution," and the magistrate 
asked the ambitious seeker after 
knowledge if he did not agree that 
this living author had some rights in 
bis work, that is, if he did not de- 
ierve a royalty payment on all cop- 
ies sold. His answer was singular. 
- "No." said he, "that notion is all 
wrong. If Bergson hadn't discovered 
these things somebody else woukL 
Be was just a messenger to bring 
new ideas to the people," 

"And do you also think that if 
Shakespeare had not written 'King 
Lear/ somebody else would have 
Written it?' queried the magistrate. 

"Sure thing," said the ambitious 
young mam 

Although he produced witnesses to 
prove that he was of good character, 
lived quietly, studied by himself and 
vent to night classes, there was 
nothing to do but to send him to the 
penitentiary for a year. The case 
was flagrant and while admitting 
taking the books the young man de- 
clared he was not guilty of any 
crime. Unmoved he heard the sen- 
tence and the last thing he said to 
the court was to beg the loan of a 
couple of law books to read while he 
was a prisoner, 

Erastus Brugge Is 24 years old and 
alone in the world. He is like Lord 
Verulam in this respect that he con- 
siders all human knowledge to be 
bis province. Also like Queen Eliza- 
beth's Chief Justice, unless history 
maligns that person, Erastus Brugge 
Is lacking in a certain moral distinc- 
tion between what is mine and what 
Is thine. He exhibited this obliquity 
«t vision at the New York Public 
Library when be carried off thirty 
books without observing the formali- 
ty of having the title* entered on a 
card with the promise to return 
them at the expiration of two weeks.

But Brugge was interested In art 
«* well as science, and indeed even 
focluded music in the catholicity of 
b!« taste, as was shown when the 
books were finally recovered, for 
they Included two vaJuublc opera 
•cores. The Stone Age, the Klnatein 
fheory, the Elimination of the Eido- 
lon are a few of the fields where his 



he dropped a pencil and stooped to 
pick it up. The attitude he assumed 
plainly revealed to an attendant the 
outlines of a book. 

That attendant said nothing at the 
time but he remembered the name 
on the card and reported the matter 
to Mr. Lydenberg, in charge of the 
general reference department Eras- 
tus, meanwhile, went on his way as 
he had done a hundred times before. 

But when he was leaving the read- 
ing room on a subsequent expedi- 
tion he was asked to descend to the 
catalogue room on the second floor 
of the building and there requested 



length of time in its exigence as a 
triune foundation. But, as I said, 
the only new things about thefts and 
mutilation and defacements of books 
are offered by the enemy. 

"Book thieves are not the worst or 
commonest of what we call the 
'enemy' that we have to guard our 
treasure against Many of these 
persons are quite sincere, or may be, 
in thinking they are entitled to 
knowledge, however acquired, but 
there can be no excuse for the muti- 
lators of books. What they do can- 
not be laid to misapprehension or 
ignorance. 



There Is only one way, he thinks, ne 
can get it so he mutilates a costly 
book. 

"Malicious mischief Is response 
for many mutilations, and for other 
destructive tilings done to books. 
It would surprise you to learn how 
many persons who frequent the read- 
ing room, underline page after pa# e 
of a book and write their empty 
lucubrations in the margins. The 
mutilators have to supply an instru- 
ment which the guardians cannot 
easily detect; a favorite one is a 
safety razor blade, but all the de- 
facers of books need is a pencil. 

"When we catch a mutilator 'red 
handed' we have a case to refer to 
the law but we handle the defacer 
ourselves. We take him to the eata-

"Thefts, mutilations, defacements 
are constantly going on in all depart- 
ments," remarked Mr. Lydenberg, 
"and under the first head we include 
borrowings under misapprehension.

Some- | 
times when it is reported so we find 
it on a wrong shelf after diligent 
search. Sometimes a book will be re- 
turned after it has been kept out a 
month or longer. Such a book was 
borrowed by somebody who did not 
know that a record ought to have 
been made of it. A book was re- 
cently returned to the Astor Founda- 
tion that was taken from the old 
library in Astor place sixty years 
ago. 

"As I said, all departments are in 
a measure looted, but the greatest 
loss occurs in reference works and 
pamphlets having to do with busi- 
ness information, statistics and con- 
ditions. A pamphlet is easily dropped 
into a pocket and carried off and, of 
course, there are 100 individuals who 
find use for a business manual to one 
who would like to carry off a volume 
by Benedetto Croce." 

A queer contempt for Looks is, in 
the opinion of the librarian, at the 
bottom of a desire to mark them up 
or otherwise deface them.

Valuable Library Books 



Treasure Trove of Art and Literature at Fraser Institute, One of 
the Best Libraries in the Dominion of Canada 



IT is difficult to imagine the nature 
of the individual who walks into 
a free lending library, avails him- 
self of the privileges it affords and 
then mutilates and disfigures tho 
volumes which have supplied him with 
the information he sought. Such 
folk bring to mind the remark by 
the fool in King Lear anent the 
cuckoo biting off the head of the 
hedge sparrow which had been go&d 
enough to feed it in infancy. 
Wanton Destruction. 
According to Mr. de Crevecoeur, 
head librarian at the Fraser Institute, 
people will consult valuable books of 
reference, and, instead of exerting 
themselves to copy the passages 
they require, they will simply tear 
out whole I pages and carry them 
away. 

From a leather-bound volume of tho 
new edition of the Encyclopaedia Brit- 
tanica, printed on exquisite India 
paper, has been riven a sheaf of thirty 
pages, while a book on the history of 
furniture lias been deprived of a full- 
page illustration. The culprits are 
usually people w&o have a craze for 
certain hobbies, said one of the as- 
sistant librarians. Students are not 
dften guilty of book plundering. 
. Frequently whole volumes are car- 
ried away, not to be seen again until 
possfbly happened upon by chance in 
some obscure, second-hand book shop. 
A thirty-dollar volume was not long 
ago discovered in the possession of a 
second-hand dealer, who had paid 
fifty eettfcfW it. Mr. de Crevecoeur 
repurchased the book for the same 
amount and replaced it in the library. 
Whole rows of volumes valued at two 
dollars fl$>iece are occasionally re- 
deemed in this way, being easily re- 
cognized by the name plate, which is 
usually left on.

known as the old high school, and is 
one of the best libraries in Canada, 
some of its volumes, rare treasures 
from the old world, being the only 
ones of their kind on the continent of 
America. Every square inch of space 
on the ground floor, as well as in the 
upper storey, is lined with books, 
there being over one hundred thou- 
sand volumes in the entire library. 
Priceless Treasures. 
Among the treasures are rare books 
of travel, science, natural history, 
memoirs and engravings. In one 
dimly lit, book-lined chamber may be 
seen a complete set of "Punch" and 
of "Notes and Queries," dating from 
1849. 

History lives again as one studies 
the pages of a massive volume, once 
the property of Napoleon I. Bound 
in emerald green velvet, it is orna- 
mented with the famous "N," sur- 
mounted with the imperial crown, and 
at either corner is a gilded eagle 
while the title page is of heavy green 
moire. The book, which is entitled 
"Voyages dans la Russle," is illus- 
trated with engravings by Raffet, and 
was sent, with a number of other 
vo(umes and art objects, to the Insti- 
tut Canadien, by Napoleon's nephew, 
as a recognition of kindness and hos- 
pitality shown him upon the occasion 
of his visit to Canada, seventy years 
ago. 

V Modest Custodian. 

"Ah, e'est magniflque," modestly 
replies Mr. de Crevecoeur, to one's 
exclamations of rapture, as he rev- 
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erently turns the pages of- the price- 
less tjook. Mr. de Crevecoeur who has 
been head librarian at Fraser's for 
over twenty years, knows where every 
volume belongs, and speaks of the 
library as a sacred trust. 

"Sometimes I cannot sleep at 
night," he said, "worrying about the 
books and thinking what a terrible 
loss it would be to Montreal if the 
building should be destroyed by fire. 
We very seriously need a large fire- 
proof building, as our present quar- 
ters are much too small." 

All the volumes of l'lnstitut Cana- 
dien, the Mercantile Library Associa- 
tion and the Montreal Library, found- 
ed in .1706, have greatly enriched the 
Fraser Institute, as have the frequent 
gifts of wealthy friends. 

In the yellowed pages of a musty 
old volume may be read the names of 
some of those condemned to death 
during the Reign of Terror, while the 
exquisite curves and flourishes of a 
volume of French poetry in manu- 
script recall a leisured age when type- 
writers and niuitigraphing machines 
were unknown.

Montreal libraries reopen this week 
a:tcr the usual vacation for "house 
"-j cleaning/' The Fraser institute in 
a\ recent purchase and through gifts, 
oka added, besides some of the new 
fiStion, a couplo of hundred volumes 
of\thts year's publications including, 
historical memoirs, biographies, 
works on psychology, travels, 
sociology, Egyptian art, etc. Among 
the biographies, first published in 
1928, is "The King's » Journalist." 
studies in the reigns of Charles II and 
Jaanes II by Henry Muddiman, who 
tvas "journalist' 'first to General 
Monk and later to Charles II. The 
svork is edited by J. G. Muddiman. a 
descendant of the jurnalist. 

SHORT OF SPACE. 

The problem of the Fraser Institute 
is to find space for acquisitions, and 
the need of a new buildinr-rnakes it- 
elf more felt every year, as the num- 
r of volumes Increases. There are 
at *esent About 100,000 books In the 
library, emd among these are many 
and artistic works and volumes 
of engravings, but much of their 
value is lost' to the patrons of the 
library because of cramped quarters, 
he collection includes books taken 
tyer from the old Montreal library 
^me of them of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, and those of L/Institut Cana- 
dian, noteworthy among the latter 
. being some volumes from the library 
LoiL&aPPjeon HL richly bound, and 
with a large "in gold on the 

covers. These were a gift to JYInsti- 
tut Canadien from a nephew of 
Napoleon. 

BOOKS ON CANADA. 

Volumes relating to Canada num- 
ber about 6,000, some of them works 
that are now rare. Several hundred 
volumes are received as a gift from 
the French Government each year. 
It is possible that new quarters for the 
Fraser' s store of literature may re- 
ceive practical consideration before 
long. 

Another libary which is considering 
the need of extension is the West- 
mount library, which has made much 
progress in the 24 years since it was 

: opened. It has now nearly 23,000 
books to which additions are made 
r very year to keep pace with literary 
developments and its patrons' needs, 

v as far as appropriations permit. A 
feature of the Westmount Litoary is. 
Its children's department, a very 
pleasant room with pictures of child- 
hood on the walls, and low book- 
shelves where the young readers may 
pick out wftat appeals to them. There 
are magazines for boys and girls on 
the tables. Besides helping the chil- 
dren to choose books, the librarian in 
this department conducts a story 
hour, every Saturday morning during 
the winter. 

MECHANICS' INSTITUTE. 

The library of the Mechanics* Jn- 
stitue was not entirely closed during 
the summer, the reading room remain 
lag open in the afternoon. The hours 
from 0 a.m. to 10 p.m., for library 
and reading room have been resumed. 
The tables in one of the reading 
rooms are always supplied with a 
largo numJ>er of technical magazines 
on the sciences and arts, and the 
technical department of literature has 
received attention, although the de 
mand for fiction is greater than for 
scientific works. Bound copies of 
many magazines are kept, some of 
them dating back a considerable 
period, the usefulness of which Is 
made available by a periodical index

P. D. de Crevecoeur Hopes 
That Bequest For New In- 
stitute Will Come From 
Public -Spirited Man 
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With more and more people de- 
manding books, ever growing stocks 
with which to appease them, and a 
building which is already filled in 
every nook and cranny, from cellar 
to garret, Pierre B. de Crevecoeur, 
head librarian of the Fraser Insti- 
tute, looks despairingly about him 
and wonders when a successor to 
the benefactors of the past will arise 
and make a new building possible. 

"We have 100,000 volumes here." 
he said, yesterday. "We have new 
books coming in all the time and we 
don't know where to put them." 
Here he pointed out one of the rooms 
in the rear which has rows of books 
extending from the level of the 
floor right to the high ceiling. How 
books are obtained off the top shelf 
is a mystery. 

Owing to the increasing demand 
for reading matter the Institute will 
not'close its library this coming Aug- 
ust. Other years it has been the cus- 
tom to do so, but so many people 
now evince a' desire for books to read 
in the "dog days." whether in the 
city or out of it, that the Institute, 
to oblige them, will remain open.X 

The most casual visit to this li- 
brary, reputed to be the most popu- 
lar one in the city, makes plain the 
fact that new and better accommo- 
dation is needed. For one thing, as 
Mr. de Crevecoeur remarked, the 
present building is anything but 
fire-proof. "When I begin to think 
of what a fire would mean here, I 
cannot sleep," he said. "There are 
many books no money could replace. 
1 wish some public-spirited man 
would appreciate our need of a new 
building and like Mr. Fraser. Mr Mol. 
son and other friends in the past 
grant us a bequest." 

TASTE IS UNCHANGED. 

So tar as their reading taste is 
com i rned the general public re- 
main on much the same level as 
formerly.

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PUBLIC LIBRARIES LOSE 
HUNDREDS OF DOLLARS 
THROUGH_BOOK VANDALS 

Rare Volumes Mutilated Or Stolen By Cultured Read- 
ers — Feminine Sex Worst Offenders — Fraser 
Librarian Deplores Habit 



Hundreds of dollars worth of books 
are stolen from public libraries in 
Montreal yearly, while hundreds more 
j are destroyed by cultured vandals who 
think nothing of mutilating valuable 
volumes held in trust for the people 
by tearing or cutting out pages that 
are of momentary interest to them. 

So serious has this destruction be- 
come that there is hardly a valuable 
set on the shelves of one of these in- 
stitutions in perfect condition. Many 
t ' the ravages commit te<i are irre- 
parable except by the complete re- 
placement of a very expensive set of 
i.t*oks. 

P. B. de Crevecoeur. librarian of the 
Fraser Institute Library, stated today 
in discussing the problems of library 
v.ork with a Herald representative 
that in that library there was not one 
encyclopedia In perfect preservation, 
livery such set had been despoiled by 
ihe removal of pages. 

The librarian displayed volume after 
volume, turning the pages till the in- 
evitable desolate rims of paper came 
ro light marking where penknife or 
lingers had been at work. The beauti- 
fully bound and costly "Britannica" 
had been preyed upon by the spoilers 
and its value curtailed to hundreds of 
<.j*ers. The Americana and French en- 
cyclopedias shared its fate. 

Cultured Vandals Work 
"Do not imagine that it is the un- 
educated public who are responsible 
for the worst of this spoliation." said 
Mr. de Crevecoeur. 'The books most 
frequently mutilated are ones that 
would only be of interest to intelli- 
gent readers. 

"Last winter a lady, prominent so- 
cially, staying at one of the best 
hotels in the city, came here in search 
of a book containing illustrations 
from which she could design a cos- 
uime for a fancy dress ball. I lent 
her this volume of "Le Carnaval Parl- 
slen" which cannot be replaced. You 
see the result. It is ruined. It was re- 
turned with three illustrations which 
interested her removed." 

The librarian drew from the shelves 
a beautifully illustrated volume of 
"The Ornamental Arts Of Japan" bv 
George Ashdowne Oakley, and again 
displayed the work of vandalism. 

'Two pleasant and apparently cul- 
ttred gentleman came here In search 
of information on Japanese porce- 



lains. They finally borrowed the 
volume. And this is the result. — An- 
other valuable work made worthless " 

Of course the less valuable, but 
more popular, books of fiction ,taken 
cut by the average borrower are prey- 
ed upon in a similar manner, a favor- 
ite mutilation being the removal of 
illustrations. The scribbling of com- 
ments on the story or the author, oc- 
casionally obscene, is another way in 
which the "intelligent" reader adds to 
the tribulations of fhe librarian. 
Many Book Bandits 

The theft of books and magazines 
has increased so greatly that many 
of the more valuable of these former- 
ly kept in the public reading rooms 
are now retained behind the counter 
and can only be secured on request. 

In the matter of magazines women 
are the wors« sffendors. The fashion 
magazines pre too much for their 
aquisitive sense. A fair reader watches 
her opportunity till the backs of the 
busy attendants are turned, slips the 
magazine from its covers and strolls 
away often without realizing that she 
has committed an act of dishonesty 
> One of the least excusable plunder - 
Ings of the Fraser Institute shelves 
is believed to have been committed bv 
a gentleman of good standing in Mon- 
treal, well-off and himself a book col- 
lector. After visits to the library dur- 
ing which he tfiecussed the rarer 
volumes with great interest, several of 
these, particularly valuable because 
they treated of early Canadian history, 
were found to be missing. The loss 
was estimated at over three hundred 
dollars. 

Another individual, not a,subscriber 
who made free with the shelves dis- 
played a perverted sense of humor 
in his method. He would sneak awav 
three volumes at a time and when 
he was through with them add injury 
to Insult by returning them through 
the mail CO.D. This went on for 
several months until last year when 
it suddenly ceased. 

This condition is by no means limit- 
ed to the Fraser Institute, the Herald 
is informed, but exists in the other 
public libraries of Montreal, including 
the McGill University Library, in 
/varying degree, and is becoming a 
problem of increasingly grave concern 
to such bopk-loving librarians as Mr

Hard To Classify 

?£WO evils of the present congested 
situation are: the difficulty in 
classifying book* where space is so

Librarian Tells of Mutilation and 
Theft of Books 



\n.ndallsm and potty thievery we^e 
complained of by Pierre B. de 
Creveeoeur, librarian and secretary- 
treasurer of the Fraser Institute, on 
the occasion of its forty-fifth anni- 
versary yesterday. He said that books 
published in languages other than 
Ihig-lish seemed to form a particular 
temptation to the vandals who did 
not hesitate to mutilate and, in many 
rn.stane.es, to steal them. "These 
thieves take the books away and prob- 
ably make money by selling: them to 
the shops kept by foreigners," .said 
Mr. de Creveeoeur. "There are other 
persons who do not wish to keep the 
whole book, but some picture, some 
page, appeals to them and thev can- 
not resist cutting it out before return- 
ing the book to us. There is not a 
single dictionary, atlas or encyclo- 
paedia in the library that: has not 
been mutilated." 

The librarian also deplored the fact 



that, the library was not fireproof and! 
spoke of the catastrophe that threat- 
ened should the building eat< h fire.

Project Meeting

Drama, Educational Facilities 
and Auction Sales Feature 
Newspaper Advertise- 
ments in 1795 



To those visitors to the Fraser 
Institute, Dorchester street west, 
who evince Interest in improvements 
to be made in this free public 
library, probably next spring, the 
librarian is displaying nowadays the 
only existing copies of The Montreal 
Gazette of 1795 and 1796. These 
papers deal with the first move- 
ment made to establish the Mont- 
real Public Library, and, in their 
advertising: and theatrical columns, 
reveal unusual customs of the resi- 
dents of the island as it was in 
the latter part of the eighteenth 
century. 

"Those who are," reads a notice 
of the initial meeting in connection 
with the founding of the first 
library, "and wish to be subscribers 
towards a fund for establishing a 
public library in this town, are re 
quested to meet at Dillon's coffee 
house on the sixth of this month 
at twelve o'clock, in order to clear 
and examine rules drawn up by a 
committee appointed for that pur- 
pose and to elect such officers as 
shall be found necessary for the 
direction of the library." The afore- 
mentioned announcement, printed in 
French and English, appears In The 
Montreal Gazette of February 27, 
1796, and the Immediate outcome 
of it was the formation of the Mont- 
real Public Library in the former 
Methodist Chapel on St. Joseph 
street. This institution has since 
become closed and its books have 
time-honored places on the shelves 
in the Fraser Institute, 

The librarian of the institute, Mr. 
p. B. de Crevecoeur, who is a col- 
lector of works that tell of this 
community as it existed before it 
became a city, has a special room 
in which theso rare copies of The 
Montreal Gazette are kept beside 
volumes that once adorned the pri- 
vate library of the late Louis Joseph 
Paplneau. Each page in each issue 
baa been divided into two columns, 
one having ila Htories in English 

and the ot&er bearing the same news 

In French. Some of the letters are 
barely perceptible through the 
brown stains of ago that cover 
thern. At one- time these edition! 
were in the home of the late &, 
.Sills, postmaster at Three Rivers,

In spite of this seem- 
ingly large numtvr of books there is 
always a demand for ones not in stock 
and for this reason it has become ne 
ccssary for tho ii'nrary to continually 
purchase ne^v- material in order to 
supply the customary demands.

La Societe Historique de Montreal 
a tenu, hie rsoir a la Salle Saint- 
Sulpice, sa derniere assemblee annu- 
elle. M. le notaire Victor Morin pre- 
stdait. La reouverture des assemblies 
mensuelles aura lieu en septembre 
prochain. Apres la lecture des divers 
rapports et l'accomplissement de la 
routine habituelle, M. Olivier Mau- 
rault, p. s. s. presenta 1* etude sui- 
vante: "L'oeuvre des bons livres et 
le Cabinet de lecture paroissial". 

En 1844, "M. Quiblier voulant op- 
poser une digue au fleau des mauvais 
livres qui circulaient parmi les famil- 
ies catholiques de la population de 
Montreal, annonca la fondation d'une 
Bibliotheque de bons livres. 

Son projet rencontra la faveur de 
toutes les ames bien pensantes de la 
ville. Le mouvement fut lance dans 
les journaux du temps et le public 
lecteur donna des signes bien evi- 
dents de son approbation envers Fini- 
tiative de M. Quiblier. Les journaux 
annoncerent alors que la bibliotheque 
avait son siege social au No. 8 de la 
Place d' Amies et qu'a tous les jours 
de 9 heures du matin a 4 heures du 
soir, on recevrait toutes communica- 
tions, toutes donations qui pourraient.

When the Fraser Institute re-opens 
Its doors in t Iio spring, it will prc- 
eent a decidedly changed interior to 
Its clientele. 

Outstanding among the renovations 
KB) be the new four-storey fireproof 
.Stack which will accommodate the 
fentire contents of the library consist- 
ing of some 107.000 volumes. This 
ptack will have steel shelving and 
pass flooring and will be separated 
from the non-fireproof part of the 
build in? by a concrete wall. 
u«\s the stack will occupy almost the 
hole eastern half of the building, ft 
svill cut into the present magazine 
newspaper room on the ground 
loor and the reference room on the 
Wond.

that the most outstanding and important change 
to be effected in the work of renovation now 
Koing on at the Institute will be the provision 
of a four-storey fireproof stack which will ac- 
commodate the entire collection this library 
boasts. The risk of loss by fire is the great 
anxiety of every librarian, and Montreal is not 
so well blessed with public libraries that the 
citizens can afford to lose the Fraser collection. 
The reduction of the fire hazard to the minimum 
therefore is an enterprise on which the directors 
may be congratulated. The Fraser Institute 
occupies a proud position in a movement which 
constitutes an interesting study. The first 
general library of the province dates back to 
1779. when a number of the officers stationed 
at Quebec undertook the formation of a sub- 
scription library. The Governor^ General Hal- 
dinand, took an active part in the work and 
ordered, on behalf of the subscribers, £500 
worth of books from London. A room for their 
reception was granted in the Bishop's palace, 
and as late as 1806 it was, according to Lam- 
bert's " Travels/' the only library in Canada. 
Finally, in 1886, the entire library, then con- 
sisting of about seven thousand volumes, was 
sold to the Literary and Historical vSociety of 
Quebec. On the organization of each of the 
provinces, libraries were established in connec- 
tion with the Legislatures, by far the most 
important of these being, of course, the library- 
of the House of Parliament at Ottawa. The 
library in the Legislative Buildings at Quebec 
is of special historical interest and value, and 
amongst the university and college libraries of 
the Dominion, that of Laval University at 
Quebec is famous as being, after Harvard, the 
oldest on the continent, having been founded 
by Bishop Laval in 1663. 

Library laws in the Dominion began with a 
series of acts in 1854, after the province of 
Ontario had made heroic attempts to grapple 
with the question of public libraries. Mechanics 
Institutes have done invaluable work in de- 
veloping the movement in Montreal and in cities 
and towns elsewhere/ Ontario passed a Free 
Libraries Act in 1882, and of the free libraries 
that have been opened under the provisions of 
that act, which are based on similar enactments 
in Britain and the United States, those, in Ham- 
ilton and Toronto take rank, both in the number 
and character of their books, among the best 
libraries of the Dominion. The movement is 
iteadily growing throughout, the country. Quebec 
in L80O passed an act to authorize city, town 
and village corporations to aid in the support 
of libraries, but a great deal is left to private 
initiative. Montreal has an excellent founda- 
tion for a municipal library, and the. library 
that McGill University opens to the public is 
highly appreciated. The law library t;t the 
Court House has its own special value: but it 
is the fraser institute that most probably per* 
forms the greatest service in the city to the 
general reader. It was opened in Montreal in 
October, 1885, through the generosity of Mr. 
Eraser and a number of local gentlemen. 'Mm 
Mercantile Library Association then transferred 
to it 5,600 Knglirdi books and t'Inatitut Canadian 

7,000 French hooka. Today the library consi;H 
Of L07,OOO volume.';. The library has done pooii 
DYOrJc, mi the reopening next Ifflftoff al'Ut 
thorough renovation, will be a boon to more 
ItudentS, perhaps than easiml readers, for in 
the records evidence il not ticking that the 
Institute is u»ed a* a means to knowledge quite 
as much n* to obtain reading for amusement.

M b^auteua pointed out a complete 
set of the original "Re anions" of tho 
era, ovo.ring the period 
from 1632 to 187$, q compilation deai- 
Ing with the founding of the Order of 
the Society Of Jesus In New France, 
bu$ containing also a minute ami 
faftnful description of the life, man- 
nens and customs of the country dur- 
hosa years. These volumes wore 
pr nted In Paris, by permission of the 
Kini; of Fmnee, at the s un of the 
Swan in 'he rue St. Jacques by Se- 
ssion Cramoisy, Printer to The 
King. They are bound in vellum, now 
somewhat stained and discolored in 
p i£es, delicately tooled In gold, but 
after nearly three centuries the. paper 
and print are perfect. 
RARE VOLUMES. 

0*her rare books dealing with the 
founding and early history of Canada 
are the scmi-hi.storical. scmi-bio- 
graphical works of Champlain, Sagard 
and Lescarboi, men whose names 
have .since become legendary. Chris- 
tien l-Ai Oierq, a Recollect monk of 
Vi! e Marie, published two or three 
works dealing with the establishment 
of the faith in this country, and one 
of these volumes is so rare that a copy 
sold m the I'nited States a .short time 
back for #XX), according to Mr. Fau- 
teux, who explained that this particu- 
lar volume had never been reprinted, 
and lis consequently extremely scarce 
and eagerly .-ought by American col- 
lectors. 

Among other rare and valuable 

books possessed by the library, Mr. 
Fauteux showed a beautifully bound 
and illustrated volume of St. Thomas 
Aequina.s' Commentary on the Gospel* 
printed in 1475. just 25 years after the 
invention of the printing press. The 
Initial letter of every commentary con- 



tains tho portrait of some ecclesiastic 
or famous personage 0 f the time, 
penned by some unknown monk artist 
in gorgeous purples, reds and ; olds 
that stni retain all their 6rlilnal sotu 
nr. , . Another proclouM book owned 
by the library is a Commentary on 
Peter Lombard by John of Cologne, 
printed In \4% which has no pagina- 
tion or resistor. A. register, Mr. 
Fauteux explained, is a kjnd of index 
giving the last word of ovary fifth or 
tenth or fifteenth page, as the case 

may be, instead of the more modem 

method of numb' ring each page With 
this index, it was Stated, It la always 
possible to detect if a page is missing* 

Many bOOks of this early period were 
bound in leather covered boards, and 
I Mf, Fauteux drew out a beautiful 
volume bearing tho year date 1480, 
and Showed tho ravages of that small 
boring insect called the bookworm, 
I which hod dug holes all over the 
| wooden covers. 

An exceedingly yaJuablo work pos- 
sessed by the library is tho Vitre 
Hlhle, whlckjAfontained in ten folio 
volumes, eaWSahonV-a foot and a 
half high, and written in four Ian- 
guages — Syriac. Hebrew. Latin and 
French. <'o«fcp#-th!s vvork are rare, 
Mr. Fauteux sfntt\ bccouse the original 
type was tin own away. 
ORIGINAL KUI TJjONS. 

"Rut I could continue,, for hours 
telling you of the beautiful and re- 
markable books belonging to the! 
Library of St. Suipice," said Mr. I 
Fauteux. "lx>ok, -here are the Rela- 
tions of Thevtriol. in which he gives 
details and descriptions of the voyages 
of Father Merquette. It once be- 
longed to the famous de Thou library 
in France, and 'bears the de Thou 
oo.*it of arms on the cover. These are 
two original editions of Champlain's 
Voyages, with the original map of New 
France. All these books are hunted 
by book lovers the world over, and 
any one would delight the heart of a 
connoisseur if he could but own it. 
This edition of Hakluyt's Voyages and 
Principles of Navigation is remarkable 
on account of its completeness. Here 
is Oreuxius Historia Canadiensis, writ- 
ten by one of the early Jesuit Fathers 
in Latin. Here is a complete set of 
the Mercure Francois, published in 
Paris from iUOS to 1038* which g,ves 
an intimate picture of tho time of 1 
Louis the Thirteenth. 

"TliLs book by Nicholas Denys, th« 
first governor of Acadia, contains a 
description of the coast of North Am- 
erica. There are perhaps not more 
than five known volumes complete 
with maps and plates, and this is one 
of them." 

Altogether, the Library of St. Sul- 
pice has a collection of between 115,- 
000 to 120,000 volumes on its shelves, 
Mr. Fauteux stated.

That is the keynote of 
tho Montreal Civic Ubrary as Inter- 
preted by Hector Garneau, the dilef 
librarian ; 

Modern fiction— The WTiIspering 
Gallery, for Instance. The clvio li- 
brary has a copy on order, due to ar- 
rive any day, and, well, eo far as the 
nbrarian is aware, it w^ill be one of 
the few copies in Montreal and "first 
come, first served* ls tho rule of the, 
library — modern music, modern art, | 
modern literature, modern science. 
Since tho close of the greatest war in j 
history men's mlndu have been busy! 
revolutionizing every branch of human 
activity and this intellectual upheaval 
which is still in progress, Ls reflected 
in the collection belonging to the civic 
library. 

A recent addition to the library Is 
a Technical Dictionary of Applied 
Science, compiled in six languages — j 
French, German, English, Russian, 
Italian, and Spanish. This dictionary 
comprises 15 volumes and is indexed 
by subjects, euch as textiles, electri- 
city, mechanical engineering, metal- 
lurgy, business methods, Industrial i 
chemistry, etc. It is profusely illus- | 
trated asjl contains numerous dia- ; 
grains and formulas. The student! 
reading a technical book or pamphlet j 
iu a foreign language can turn up the 
meaning of any word in this diction- 
ary and find an absolutely reliable 
definition. The last volume was pub- 
lished in "1925, and it contains, there- 
fore, the very latest and most au- 
thentic information possible on all 
sttbjects pertaining to applied science. 
# * * 

Few libraries, it seems, carry so 
large a collection of music scores as 
the Civic Library. Not only are most 
of the older composer,? represented, 
but complete 'operatic scores are pos- 
sessed of many of the moderns, such 
as Maurice Ravel, Claude de Bussey, 
Vincent d'Indy, Paul DuKas and Ga- 
briel Faure.

Another recent acquisition of the 
library is a book giving the history 
of the development and technique of 
wood carving, and describing modem 
methods in this craft. The whole 
book has been printed on wooden 
blocks, and many of the Illustrations 
are reproductions of famous artiste' 
work. 

The Civic Library makes a policy cf 

obtaining a copy of every book pub- 
lished In Canada, in both the Etag- 
li,sh and French languages, and these, 
added to those already In their pos- 
session. Including the famous Gagnon 
collection, make their collection of Oa- 
nadlana hard to surpass. 

Mr. Garneau says that the periodi- 
cal room is absolutely complete, and 
contains dally papers from all over 
the. world.

Hundreds read this 
sign daily and turn sadly away 
Ing for tho day the Institute will once 
more open its doors.

For the first time in its long his- 
tory, since the year 1SS5 to be exact, 
when the institute was founded by 
Mr. Hugh Fraser v its course has con- 
tinued without interruption, day after 
dav, with the exception of a short re- 
spite during the summer. Throughout 
all these years the library has been 
constantly adding n-?w Volumes to its 
shelves until its original capacity of 
100.000 volumes was taxed to the 
limit. Many of these volumes are of 
priceless value, and could not be re- 
placed under any circumstances. It 
was decided, therefore, to take steps 
against their destruction in the event 
of fire, existing conditions at the 
library not proving a safeguard in 
such an emergency. 

Twofold Purpose. 
The present alterations will have a 
twofold purpose; to enlarge the capa- 
city of the library and to safeguard 
the books against the risk of fire. The 
capacity of 100.000 volumes will be 
increased to 250.000 volumes, and pro- 
tection from fire will be afforded by 
the erection of stack rooms in steel to 
replace the present more flimsy con- 
struction. 

Changes will also be made in the 
reference and periodical rooms which 
will be separated from the circulating- Mea 
libr«*ry, and the plans also include **o other haunt 
better li ghting facilities, as well as c hange of diet.

ONCE FRENCH SAILOR 



Head of Montreal's Largest Public Read- 
insrooms Has Viewed Strange 
Perls From Man-o'-War 

nnHOUGH the past thirty years of his life 
have been spent anions books and book- 
worms, Pierre B. de Crevecoenr, director 
of Montreal's largest public library and a cheva- 
lier of the Legion of Honor, spent the lusty 
years of his youth adventuring upon the high 
seas under the flag: of France. 

Monsieur de Crevecoenr first impresses one 
as a quiet and cultured scholar, a man existing 
swav from the world and its more boisterous 
activities in the rarified atmor-phere of art and 
letters. But mention the sea and his lace lights 
with enthusiasm, for he spent several years as 
a sailor in the Freud 1 , navy, seeing active service 
off the coast of Africa, and still feels "the call 
of the running tide." 

Born at Boulogne and educated at the Jesuit 
College there, the present librarian joined the I 
navy in 1884. The four years which followed 
during: which he viewed the strange ports of 
tne world Trom the deck of a man-o'-war, pro- 
vided Monsieur de Crevecoenr with, a rich store 
of colorful "memorks in which he now delights. 

M. de Srevecbeur first came to Canada im- 
mediately on the clos^ of his naval career, buy- 
ing a farm, in the province of Quebec. A few 
years later he payed a short visit to his home, 
and .on returning to the land 'of hfs adoption he 
was appointed to the congenial post of librarian 
©f the Fraser Institute. 

In those days the library of the Fraser 
Institute, though possessing very valuable hooks 
inherited from earlier libraries, was in its in- 
fancy. To-day It consists of over 110,000 volumes. 
Despite never-absent financial handicaps it has 
expanded steadily under the direction of the 
former "bluejacket." 

Books constitute something far more vital to 
Monsieur de Crevecoeur than his mere means of 
livelihood— they are his great devotion— the con- 
trolling interest of his life. He is as proud of 
each rare volume under his rare as though it 
were a personal possession. To the true book 
lover who visits the library he will display with 
pride a beautifully bound volume presented by 
Prince Jerome Bonaparte, nephew of the "Little 
Corporal"— or some specimen of Canadians, now 
long out of print- 

So many rare books have a place on the 
•helves of the Fraser Institute that students and 
bibliophiles of Toronto and other Canadian cities 
frequently visit Montreal for the sole purpose 
of digging out some literary gem only to be 
found in their pages. 

The value of the collection is the more re- 
markable when the smaUnesS of the sum nnnu- 
ally available for the purchase of books be con- 
sidered. The secret lies in the close watch which 
the librarian keeps upon auctions and private 
•ales. It is a frequent occurrence for M de 
Crevecoeur to pick up at a ridiculously low fig- 
«»« a collection rich in bibllologlcal treasures, 
The auction-going public is not generally posses- 
sed of deep cultural acumen and is as a ruie 
bUnd to all gold which «W not glitter ostenla.

Department 



I ."in August 1 to 81 inclusive the 
I'Yasor InsUtuto will be closed, and 
patrons are reminded to return the 
bOOka that they have borrowed by 
the end of this month. P. B. do 
Crevecoeur, the librarian, mated yes- 
terday that no books will he lent to 
the public during August, the month 
in which the institute wfll receive 
a thorough cleaning prior to the re 
opening fan the autumn. 

As the present record of patrons of 
the library includes at least 20,00$ 
names, the staff is unusually busy re- 
ceiving Volumes thai have been re- 
cently borrowed. Never before in 
the history of the Fraser Institute 
have vandals hud so little chance to 
eta$l or mutilate books as they have 
at tho present time". * With the re- 
cent inauguration of a new system 
Of lending volumes, thieves of books 
have practically no opportunity for 
departing with a book and keeping 
it permanently. Everyone who takes 
a book must inscribe his or her name 
and address on a card. Since the new 
system was installed only one vol- 
ume has been stolen, the robbery 
'having been committed, stated Mr. 
de Crevecoeur, by a person who in 
scribed a false name and address on 
the drawing- oard. No less than 600 
new patrons have been enrolled with 
the library since last December. The 
number will be even larger in Sep- 
tember, according to the forecast by 
the librarian, who also prophesies 
that the children's library In connec- 
tion with the Fraser Institute, will 
ehen be opened for the first time.

tres! Correspondence with the Fraser 

Institute was Cited and definite pro- 
posals will be reported to a later 
meeting of the council. 

The question of hooks will be an 
important one, it was pointed out. 
The customary practice of well-in- 
tentioned persons, of presenting old 
books from their own libraries would 
be a hindrance rather than a help, 
MiSS MacSporran suggested, as such 
gifts are usually only fit to be sold 
as paper. "It is far better to have 
two hundred books that children will 
read than to have stacks that never 
leave the shelves," she said. 

A statement on the National Coun- 
cil campaign to raise $200,000 
throughout Canada for a foundation 
fund was made by Mrs. J. J. Louson, i 
the president of the Local Council. 
This drive opened some time ago in 
various parts of the country, but the 
list prepared Mr Montreal by the 
campaign organizer was found to be 
unsuitable. A workable list of pos- 
sible subscribers is being compiled, 
and the campaign in this city will be 
opened at some date to be set later. 

Mrs. S. R. W. Allen, delegate trom 
the Montreal Local Council, gave a 
comprehensive report on the annual 
meeting of the National Council, held 
in Toronto during the spring. 

The council's finances were shown 
to be in very favorable condition by 
the report given by Mrs. Gordon 
Wadsworth, treasurer. 

A report on cinemas and printed 
matter was given by Mrs. A. R. Graf- 
ton, convener of the committee, in 
which she paid tribute to the spirit 
of co-operation shown by managers 
of the leading picture houses in this 
ntv. She read a list 0| objectionable 
features in films which are banned 
bv the producers, and also a further 
and longer list of features consider- 
ed as undesirable or necessitating 
care in presentation, classing these 
respectively as "doni's"' and "be ca re- 
fute."

Local Council Opens Season 
With Several Objects 
in View 

The first executive meeting: of the 
Montreal Local Council of Women, for 
the autumn, was held in the Parish 
House of the Church of St. James the 
Apostle yesterday afternoon, when the 
agenda included a report on the thirty-* 
fifth annual convention of the Na- 
tional Council of Women of Canada, 
he hi in Toronto last summer; and re- 
ports of work done during the sum- 
mer by some of the standing com- 
mittees of the Local Council. 

The president, Mrs. J. J. Louson. 
emphasized the position of the Coun- 
cil, limiting itself to no one object, 
but forming a bond between all the 
societies affiliated. Mrs. Louson ex- 
plained that tho campaign for the Na- 
tional Council Foundation Fund, which 
has for its objective $200,000, has be- 
gun in some parts of the country, but 
has been postponed in Montreal till 
after the Financial Federation drive. 

Mrs. S. R. W. Allen, delegate to 
the National Council Conference, gave 
a graphic report of the proceedings, 
stressing the manifestations of cam- 
araderie in a common cause. 

The Local Council has it in view 
to secure, the establishmen of a chil- 
dren's library in Montreal, and Miss 
M. MacSporran, convener of the ed- 
ucation committee of the Council, gave 
an account of visits made during the 
summer to children's libraries in other 
cities, to study systems and confer 
with librarians. In Toronto, it was 
noted, the children have a "Boys* and 
Girls' House" of their own, adjoining 
the public library. Children's rooms 
,forme.d a part of the various branches 
of libraries visited in Detroit and 
Cleveland. Touching on the matter of 
assembling books for a library, it was 
considered better to have "two hun- 
dred books that children wilt read, 
rather than two thousand that are j 
left on the shelves," Miss MacSporran 
reported on correspondence carried on 
with the Fraser Institute, and definite 
proposals will be tald before the Coun- 
cil later on. 

Mrs. A. R. Grafton gave her report 
as convener of the committee on cin- 
ema and printed matter. She told of 
interviews with managers of leading 
picture houses in Montreal, and paid 
tribute to the spirit of co-operation 
shown in welcoming suggestions from 
the Council. She read a iist compiled 
by the American Picture Producers As- 
sociation of features banned from 
films and of many others considered 
Objectionable, or which must be 
handled carefully in their presenta- 
tion. 

Mrs. W. E. Lyman was appointed 
p convener Of the Committee on tho 
i League Of Nations, and it was suggest* 
*d that each of the affiliated societies 
c should he asked to form groups to 

i study the work of the League. At

GREAT INFLUENCE 

Reading Habits Formed in 
Youth Important in 
After Life 



Montreal, with one-tenth of all 
the population of Canada, has less fa- 
cilities for providing free book distri- 
bution to children than any other city 
in the Dominion. Only 20 per cent 
of the population of the .Province of 
Quebec are provided with public lib- 
rary service, it was stated. 

Ontario, on the other hand, provides 
60 per cent of her population with 
libraries. As a matter of fact, 80 per 
cent of the libraries in the Dominion 
are in Ontario. 

It is universally, recognized that 
reading habits formed in youth have 
a great influence on the choice of 
books in later life. For this reason 
attention has been paid to the devel- 
opment of children's libraries in every 
country. Even Russia and South 
Africa have such facilities. 

Toronto has a special library for 
boys and girls to which is attached a 
small theatre for the presentation of 
plays for children, and each of To- 
ronto's 20 branches has a children's 
room. Winnipeg, which is oniy one- 
fifth the size of Montreal, has a room 
for children in its central library as 
well as in each of its branches. Van- 
couver, with an even smaller popu- 
lation, has this same service, and 
Victoria also has a children's room. 

The Westmount Public Library 
with its charming children's room 
serves only 17,000 of Greater Mont- 
real's million. The other libraries 
which cater to the hungry minds of 
the children of Montreal are restricted 
to certain specified groups. Those 
aro a few school and settlement 
libraries. „ _ .

Whan the I oral* Council adopted the 
idea of sponsoring a movement for 
Children's libraries Its first decision 
was to surwy the existing facilities in 
the city. Accordingly last spring it 
examined the sources of book supply 
for Montreal boys and girls. Briefly 
they are as follows: (1) Westmount 
Pvmic Library Children's Room — only 
for Westmount residents; fz) the Set- 
tlement Libraries, doing valuable 
pioneer v/ork; (3) Sunday School 
Libraries; <4> day school libraries-- 
ranging from a few meagre volumes 
to such an excellent collection as the 
Montreal High School Library under 
the able administration of Miss Char- 
lotte Houston. 

Seeing what was, the committee 
turned its thoughts to what might be, 
gleaned data from other cities, and re- 
ceived reports from different members 
upon personal visits to successful 
Children"? libraries in Toronto, Ot- 
tawa. Detroit, Cleveland, Chicago, 
{few York and Paris. Armed w*th 
these findings, it seemed most desir- 
able to take the first step through 
a recognized library and the Fraser 
naturally came at once to mind. La.st 
May we, therefore. Interviewed the 
competent authorities there and dis- 
cussed the feasibility of co-operation, 
the possibility of combining their 
equipment with funds to be raised by 
us. Our proposal is now before the 
governors and awaits their decision. 
Come what may, your correspondent 
will see that the much venerated 
Fnjaer has not been forgotten, and 
whether it seems best to open there 
first or in another section, reaching 
:;rely different body of patron.-, 1

Plan to Establish Demon- 
stration Centre is 
Outlined 



Only a few hundred children out 
of many thousands are able to obtain 
appropriate books from libraries in 
Montreal, and to make it possible 
for every boy and girl in the city | 
to come into contact with the best 
of books the Montreal Women's Coun- 
cil is extending efforts to interest 
citizens in a scheme which will estab- 
lish a demonstration children's library 
here. 

This plan was outlined before the 
liotary Club of Montreal at their 
luncheon meeting this afternoon by 
B|lsjg Maysie MacSporran, of the Mon- 
treal Women's Council. Miss Mac- 
Sporran pointed out the lack of such 
library facilities for boys and girls 
in Montreal aa compared with Cleve- 
land, Detroit and Toronto. 

In these cities there are a score 
or more branch reading rooms for 
children in addition to the manj 
school libraries. Here, on the other 
hand, apart from the Westmount 
Library's children's section, the Mon- 
treal High School Library, and the 
University Settlement, there are no 
Centres in whieh books for boys and 
gJHs may be obtained, the speaker ex*; 
plained. 

Miss MacSporran declared that 
every child had a right to read books 
which are the product of rich minds 
iriid an appeal was made to the Rotary 
Club for assistance in the present 
campaign. It was explained that 
bookplates are being printed and sold 
toward this end. 

** George Washington Stevens enter- 
tained the club with descriptions of 
episodes in the life of the Saar Valley 
Commission, which was appointed by 
the League of Nations following the 
Treaty of Versailles. Mr. Stevens 
figas the Canadian representative on 
the Commission which also comprised 
French, Danish* Belgium, and German 
administrators. 

The difficulties of race, tongue, 
currency and the arbitrary frontiers 
with which the commission had to 
cope were outlined by Mr. Stevens, 
who pointed out the record that Cana- 
dians had achieved when called upon 
to engage in commissions or com- 
uitties on international questions.

BAR LIBRARY CENTENARY. 
Special interest attaches to the celebr 
which will be held a week today, November 2$, 
at the Court House in honor of the centenary 
of the Bar Library of Montreal, or the Advo- 
cates' Library, as it was originally called. 
Montreal, so rich in many things, cannot be said 
to be rich in libraries, but the Bar Library is 
one of the principal and best. It ranks Kitgb 
along with those of McGill University, the 
Fraser Institute and the McGill medical library, 
which is reputed to be one of th most com- 
plete institutions of its kind on tae eonttnest 
According to Mr. A. W. Patrick Buchanan. 
K.C., who has compiled an interesting history of 
the Bench and Bar of Lower Canada down bo 
1S50, the Advocates' Library was founded in 
Montreal in February, 182S, under the patron- 
age of Chief Justice James Reid. and on the 
suggestion of Stephen SeweiL K.C., who draft- 
ed the original petition of the Association. Mr. 
Sewell was the first president. Serving w;:h 
him were Joseph Bedard, vice-president, and a 
management committee composed of gentlemen 
some of whose names and descendant are pro- 
minent at the Bar today. The first committee 
consisted of Charles R. Ogden (then Solicitor- 
General), Alexander Buchanan and John S. Mc- 
Cord. From a not invaluable nucleus of law 
'books then gathered together, the library has 
developed into an institution admirably organ- 
ized, aejuipped and managed, and possessing 
under the spacious dome of the Court House a 
run of book-lined shelves which, in their wealth 
of record, are a revelation to lay visitors and, 
in fact, to professional visitors from outside the 
province. There are ancient volumes there which 
are beyond price, and the review of the collec- 
tion which Mr. Marechal Nantel, K.C., the Bar 
Librarian, will give at the centenary gathering 
next week is something to which the profession 
may look forward with interest. 

The earliest public library in the province 
dates back half a century before the founding 
of the Advocates' Library. In 1779 a number 
of military officers and the leading merchants 
at Quebec undertook the formation oT a sub- 
scription library. It started with twenty-five 
hundred dollars' worth of books that the Gover- 
nor, General Haldimand, purchased from Lon- 
don on behalf of the subscribers. The library 
was housed in the Bishop's Palace, and, on the 
authority of Lambert's " Travels," as late as 
1306 it was "the only library in Canada." Un- 
less this claim be qualified by the phrase, " of 
its kind," it cannot be accepted as authentic, 
inasmuch as it is elsewhere recorded that 
Bishop Laval founded a library at the univer- 
sity bearing his name at Quebec in 1663, and 
it is famous as being, after Harvard, the oldest 
on the continent. Today it is unrivalled for the 
extent and character of its French collection 
f ind its many rare books in early French-Cana- 
iiian literature and history. 
% The most important of Canada's libraries is, 
of course, the one 1n the House of Commons at 
Ottawa, which narrowly escaped destruction by 
fire some twelve years ago. This was more for- 
tunate than the fate of some other nationally- 
owned tomes. On the organization of the prov- 
inces of Upper and Lower Canada, libraries 
were established in connection with each Legis- 
lature, In Upper Canada the library in the 
Parliament Buildings was destroyed by the 
Americans, and the one by which it was re- 
placed was wrecked in the fire of 1824. When, 
therefore, the two libraries of Upper and Lower 
Canada were united in 1841 there was less of 
the early literati*** of the province to be shelved 
than would have been the case but for "fire 
and the sword." Any danger kindred to the 
sword is too remot#, to be considered, but the 
danger from fire hifffhese institutions is ever 
present, though due caution is exercised and 
proper. jKKpliWion nrovidid.

COMES INTO BEING 



Will Be Opened in Fraser 
Institute at New 
Year 



The Board of Governor* of the 
Fraser Institute have accepted the 
proposal of the education committee 
of the local council of women and will 
allow them to H^ltee the facilities of 
the children's room In the institute 
library for a demonstration library 
for boy* and girls in Montreal. When 
the Fraser Institute was remodelled, 
a children's foom waa sot aside equip- 
ped hut, because of lack of funds, it 
has never been opened. 

When the education committee of 
the local council of women recently 
made a survey of th* children's librar- 
ies in Montreal, they found that only 
«even per cent of the children of 
greater Montreal were being served, 
and they opened a campaign for ob- 
taining a demonstration library for 
the boys and girls of th* city. Thct 
immediately thought of the children'* 
room in the Fraser Institute an.l peti- 
tioned the dovernom to allow them to 
utilize the facilities of this room for 
the purpose. 

The committee will now supply 
additional equipment and employ a 
trained librarian for this demonstra- 
tion library. It was stated yesterday 
that it ts hoped that the children's 
library will be opened by the first of 
the vear. The education committee 
, of the local council has already wall 
t under w** a financial campaign for 
' this purpose.

The reopening of the Fraser Institute after 
a Ions: recess, during which the building has 
been reconstructed throughout, will be wel- 
comed by all the patrons of this well-known 
Institute, and the facilities now proffered the 
public in the way of borrowing books and mak- 
ing research are such as might satisfy the most 
exacting taste. The renovations, carried out 
with careful calculations and involving months 
of artistic work, looking towards the comfort 
and convenience of the habitues of this building, 
render the new Fraser library an institution 
.of which any city might be proud. 

One special feature of the enterprise is the 
number of reference books, dictionaries and tU 
like, placed within reach of those who wish to 
consult these useful tomes. Another is the im- 
provements made in the reading room, where, 
with a maximum of quietude and surrounded 
by cultural tokens that appeal to the eye, the 
visitor may feel quite at home while scanning 
the magazines or conning over some pages con- 
nected with his special line of study. A third 
feature worth notice is the provision made for 
the preservation of books, in especial rare 
volumes and documents, of which precious 
material the Fraser library has no small share. 
The replacement of wooden shelves by steel 
fireproof shelves, along with section drawers for 
safe storage, is a marked advance upon the old- 
time method. 

Montreal citizens will not fail to appieciate 
the wealth of reading matter thus placed at 
their disposal, and wiil heartily approve the 
extended privileges which the reconstructed 
building affords. At a minimum of cost— a 
mere bagatelle as compared with benefits re- 
ceived—they can mentally hob-nob with the 
master spirits of the ages, and learn how a 
great library is the diary of the human race, 
and why the true university of these days is 
a collection of books. The Fraser library has 
done splendid sen-ice in the past. It is gratify- 
ing to know that its usefulness and public 
services will be enlarged.

being replaced by the caretaker. ' a baggage car attached to 
the Elevator for special use of tenan. 

3. Expressmen, letter carriers, errand boys, baggagemen, canvassers and 

pedlars will not je allowed to ride on the Elevator, and attendant 
has strict orders to comply with this regulation. 

\ a Smoking is strictly prohibited in the passenger car. 

Before going up, people are requested to consult the " In " and " Out M 
Indicator. 

6. Errand and office boys must not remain or play in the passages, acd the 

caretaker is instructed to see this regulation strictly observed. 

7. Tenants are requested to notify the caretaker of any negligence or 

impoliteness on the part of the attendant.
